FAQ catc, their labours vnto any perſonage, is the at- 
%R/Pfnitic berweene the matter of the worke, which 
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1 5 they offer, and the minde of him to whom it 15 


preſented. And as the auncient comicall Poetes 
vere wõt to pen ſuch Enterludes, as they thought 
would be plauſibly heard of their auditory: ſoe our common writers 
doe falhion and ſhape the ſubiect of which they entreat, according 
to the affection of him, whoſe patronage they require in coumenaũ- 
cing their writings:this (I ſay) though it be practiſed of all writers now 
a daies, and migthaue ſerued as a fitte preſident forme to haue follo- 
wed: yet haue l iwarued and digteſſed from ſo generall a cuſtome, in 
referring this labour of mine to the vewe of your Honor ( the matter 
ſo far diſſenting from your Honors diſpoſitiqm ) ſo that as it may per. 
haps not without ſom colour be obiected, that l might haue prouided 
fat better ( had l bene any way ſufficient) both fot the acceptation of 
my labour, & alſo for the fit anſwering of your Honors affectiò, if had 
treated of the politick gouernment of our contry , & of the weilding 
ofa commonwealth:rothe neceſſity of which calling, not Fortune the 
Queene ofthe old Philoſophers, but God himſelfehath called, orra- 
ther enforced you ifthat opinis of Plato be true, that euery good Ma- 
2 taketh vpon him his office vnwillingly. But chat obiection will 
one be taken away, if we cõſider how foolith a tlng it were to inſtruR 
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ic precepts, whom (beſides a great light of na- 
ture) molt „ a * 
nour , Plato iat moſt graue and wiſe deemer ofthe ſtate ryrannicall, 
wasfo many times conuicted of follie 5 howe often he aduentured in 
the preſence of kinges to diſcourſe of the regiment of a common 
wealth, Dionyſus ( of vhom it wasdoubted, whether he did more 
harme by his extreame crueltie, or good by his prouident wiſedome 
whichboth he left alike to his ſucceſlours to imitate ) called thatnota- 
ble Philoſopher (whom l euen now named) in Scicilia of purpoſe to 
heare him, and with great patience liſtened to him, as he 17. of 
mannes ſelicitie and admired him as he handled thoſe morall vertues, 
v hich Socrates his maiſter was feigned to haue brought from heauen, 
and as he treated of the frame & machine of the world: but on a time 
(raking aduauntage by the kinges attention) when he had ſtolne into 
the di courſe of pollicie, Dionyſius felt himſelfe ſo moued, that he had 
exerciſed his tyrannic againſt him alſo, if Dio and Ariſtomanes had 
not recouered him out of his iawes, and ſo ridde him out ofthe land, 
by felling him to Polis the Lacedemonian marchaunt. And this was 
the verdict, chat the wiſe king ( when his furie was ſomewhat calmed) 
gaue of chat moſt learned Philoſopher for his holeſome counſell ( as 
he thought) namely, that his diſcourſes ſeemed vnto him to be the 
pratzles of idle olde men: ſo much experience diſdaineth to be con- 
trolled by arte, and ſo impatient is he of inſtitution, whoſe know ledg 
is acquired Viu & Memoria, ( the two auncient parentes of v iſe- 
dom.) V Vhata great argument of follie therefore ſhall he giue, that 
{hall go about to lay a plot for your Honor, from whence you may de- 
riuc an example of goucrnment , who haue lo many y cares in ſo trou- 
bleſome a common wealth, and to the moſt wiſe & vertuous Princeſſe 
in the world ben reteined as a moſt honorable and graue counſcllour? 
I will not ſay, as Zopyrus vnto Darius, or as Cineas vnto his Pyrthus, 
or as Creſus vnto his Cyrus, the one of which by pollicie aduiſed his 

ing to circumuent his enemies, the other allured them to his ſubie- 
Qion by his eloquence, & the third by his own vnfortunat experience 
dire ded him howe to conucy any daungerous enterpriſe. All which 
ſerued their Princes to none other vie, but to helpe them to purchaſe 
the worſt part of glorie by bloudic oppreſſion: but rather as a Neſtor 
vnto his Agamemnon, as a Zenophon vnto his Cyrus, & as a Plutarch 
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vnto his Traian,whichthought it not ſo glorious to tie their enemies 
to them by forced feare, as Heir friends and neighbours by peaceable 
amitie, the ſtrongeſt gard that Princes can truſt to. I muſt needes 
conſeſſe that theic cõpariſons do faile intepreſenting ſo muchas I do 
concciue, for that I may not feare the ſuſpitiõ of flatterie in ſo manifeſt 
a truth, can the whole Scene of mans lite ſo gorgeouilie & ſtately fer 
forth by the hiſtoriãs of ſeueral ages, ſne vs atone time, on one ſtage 
two ſuch notable actors( namely) ſo redoubted, ſo pereleſſe, & to ver- 
tuous a Princeſſe holding the ſceptet, ſo graue, ſo wiſe, & ſo prouident 
a counſeller ſuſteyning * perſon of Eubolus ? I would I might ( my 
credit ſaued with your Honor) perſue your prayſes yet further, but l 
know very well that you(who with an ynwearied affectiõ do not ceaſe 
continually to comit ſuch vertuous deedes as deſerue to be cternized 
for euet, are ſone tired hen you heare them remembred by another. 
And truely I would not haue ſpoken fo much for teare of ofſence, but 
chat I know for a certainety, that you aſcribe the being of your vertucs 
to God the giuer ofal good things, befor who to extenuat our graces, 
I know not whither it be more blame worthy,the ſhameleſly to aſſume 
vnto our ſelues, v hatſocuer is wrogtully attributed vnto vs by our flat- 
tering friẽds. But to what end(will you ſaie) are all theſe words? name- 
ly to this:to excuſe my ſelſe, in that l haue not laboured to fit your affe- 
ction in the preſentmẽt of this my labour, v hich is fo impoſſible, in rei- 
pect of your ſingular knowledg in al kind of good lerning, that there is 
no mã ſo ſelfwiſe or loſtie, which feareth not to come vnder your lear- 
ned cenſure. V Vhich excellẽcie of yours when l had loked into, & had 
found my (elſe altogether vnable to anſwere: l purpoſedſas l thought) 
more politicklie to aſſaie your humanitie, v hich ( in deed) gtaceth all 
the reſt of your vertues, v hich(l thought) l might ſone abuſe in offering 
ſuch a ſubiect, in which ſome ſtudy, & induſtrie ( beſides many yeares 
had made me in part able to iudge, & ſuch a one, as the earneſt affaires 
of the Common wealth, in which you are alwayes buſied, togeather 
with the inconuenient yneaſines of the ſtudie hath kepte your Honor 
from being acquainted with. V Vhichbold attempt of mine, your wiſc- 
dome ſhall ſo much the eaſier be brought to pardon by how much the 
more erneſtlyyourrare clemencie encouraged me to enterptiſe it: for 
Ido plainely confeſſe, chat I haue not thought this Booke of mine wor- 
thy to be peruſed of your Honor, aſu ell becauſe of mine ov ne vnabili- 
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ty,vhoam altogeither inſufficient to performe any thing that your Ho 
nor may like ot as alſo in reſpect of thoſe manifold graces, wherewith 
the Lord hath filled you: by the vertue of which you could in atongue 
(farre more eloquendthen this of ours )diſcerne and know the ſecrets 
ofphiſicke which l haue now in part reuealed: If the common weale 
of vs all did not rather cary youaway, then that delight which is other- 
wiſe reaped by priuate ſtudy, And yet neuertheleſſe, when I conſi- 
der with my ſelfe, chat it was not the affectation of any popular praiſe, 
but an honeſt zcale to benefite my countrimen, which begotte in me 
this deſire to publiſh this worke, and alſo( yfI may without the ſuſpect 
of vaine glorie ſeeme to diuine of the iſſueof my laboures)perceiuing 
that they might bring ſome commodity vrto the more ignorant forte 
ofour common Practicioners & Emperiques (if they were with di- 
ligence peruſed: ) and thirdly, when Iperceiued in my ſelfe a certaine 
earneſt willingnes which Ihaue alwayes had (though of late it hath 
bene more vehement! y inflamed) to commend ſome peece of ſeruice 
vnto your Honor: (Iſay) theſe cauſes meeting thus together did eſ- 
pecially adduce me (though many doubtes ſtept afore me in mine 
enterpriſe, offringto reenforce my ouer preſumptuous determinatio) 
with ſuch a bold confidency as it were to ruſh into your preſence ,and 
todemaund withoutany ſhew of merite your Honors moſt fauorable 
Protection, that this booke of mine (vnable of it ſelfe) may run vnder 
your Patronage, whichas it were Gorgon his buckler, I will obuert 
and turne againſt all the venemous bitinges of ſclanderous tongues, 
The Lord God, ( who hath made youa notable inſtrument to worke 
the aduauncement of his glorie, the furtheraunce and propagation 
of good learning) lengthen & protract your life beyond your fatall 
period, and giue you a vill to liue, a deſire ſtill to beare vp that bur. 
then, which her Maieſtie hath laid vpon your ſhoulders, & with theſe, 
all good ſucceſſe in this world, and eternall happines in his kingdom.

The preface totheReader. 


HE x God hadperfited that woerderful vert hu( meane the frame of 
the vvorld) & had aſcribed to curry part therof hu eſpectal dutxnamety to 
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G& trees : & euer all theſe, as regent && gouernour had appointed man hu laſt cx nobleft 
ercature : be demiunded of his Angelles vv ere preſent wuith him at thu vyorke 
vr hut might be deſaed in thus ſo rare and flraung a vr Hema: vd lis aunſoug- 
red, nothing but a tongue to vnfolde the ſccretes of his labod tet, to talke & commune 
of them vith the vvluch alſo, he, as the d cor tema of all, might be extolled c mag- 
N vvho partly moned vyith thus ſug geſlion, percetuing it to be a notable meanei to 


ce his glorie, as before he had inſuſed into man a conc caucable minde, apt to vn- 
derſtand hu miſteries : ſo nouv he gaue him a tongue, able to utter the ſundrie concep- 
tions of th: hirte vwuhutſoruce it imagined. Thu fable proceeding (I knowy net from 
hut braine ) i remembred of Philo the ſevv, in his treatiſe of the dvr vieh 
temeth ta nn plic thus much, that as theres nothing within thit mortal circurte, 
that God hath, as it vvere kept to hrmſelfe, and not made ſuliect᷑ to the induſtrious ca- 
pacitie of man: ſo there is no meanes by hich x man can approch neerer v nto the per- 
feftion of that nature vyhich he firſt enjoyed, and then loſt by bus fall, then by the pain. 
full indagation of the ſecretes of nature or anie vwaieuuhcreby he may more tracly glo- 
rifie his maker, then in his life time dv ith his tongue to communicate that knowledge 
v vluch he hath by his induftrie atcherued and to banc a care «loch it it may be fan- 
ly commended to hu poſteritic . And doubt wh this vv the conſideration, that meurd 
the vviſe king Solomon to v bade ſo far in the ſearching of the cauſes of thruges, c ho 
abandoning all thoſe gliſtering cheuves vyhich his 22 ad ling dame profered lum, 
—5 his mind: to the ſludie of nature, & compiled a great wolwne x ⁊ heria he la glie 
ſcaurſed not onely of birdes and beaſtes but of al herbes and trees, cuen from the cedar 
in Libanongo Hiſop that ſbringeti out of the vvall And the [clfe ſame einten of the 
excel{tcre of that kind: of life hath from time to time inuaded the mindes of many tings 
> noble perſonages,vouing to them ſelues woithout any light of their forefathers, to 
go through the cloudie dirkneſſe of nature. And althoug they ſomtime ſtumbled, yet are 
they to be pardoned, f vve confi ler both the ol ſcaritie aa the length of the ve they 
vvent in. Zoroaſtes the reputed ſonne of Neie i dun the firſt, that fm“ confuſedex:- 
periments began to fachion ont &- as it v dere to delineat the beginning of an art by ſet- 
ting dovon cartainepreceptes of the ſame, & after him Ofiris the king At gt, und 
2 ori aſo king of the ſame contry(though radlie) laid the fund of Atronomic by 
demonſtration of the courſe of the heanens, & of phiſicke by opening the nature of 
manie herbes, and alſoof the 2 of their t water of Nilus . To the vyorthines 
of which ſecrete, Plato that great philefapher did woillngly ſalſcribe, oben 
alling into agrieumns maladie in (_AEg yt , aud bens not able Lis 000 me expert- 
mentes (though be had iſſaied many) to cute him ſelfe, be vu preſeracd by the 
Prieftes of that countrie , ve taught him the vertze of their wyater , wobereas af 
, he worote this verſe, rehearſed by Lacr- 


ter, in remembraunce of thu 
tian: Mare xe proſuit homintm meals : the ſex dath & vue royaic aff the 
infirmities of man. So that by tha vue may ſee, thus this noble and letrned Fhilsſo-

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had ener brought ws ne tet out of AEgypt, either of ther pollicie c gonermment 
— 5 rare ande Tee yo , if be had 
wot taſted of the benefit, teh the 7 of that time him. But woe vill 
remember ſome of thoſe lingen, b ho had an eſpeciall fantie to this art, vvlvſe names 
& © dewolded and * date vs by the ſuce M of ages , though their vyorkes have 
wot e/caped the <-oracke , but haze periched in the Sea gulfe of antiquitie, vobich hath 
ſovallorrued the doings of muny men. And Mithridates the king of Pontus chall be the 
firſt, bo at one time ndertoke ted battels the one with the Remaines the 
ether wouth nature . In the laſt of rohich the more daungerons he prenailed like ac5- 
queraar, 4rd in the firſt be dealt ſo valtantly , that the glorie of his forepaſſed vitteries 
Japprefſed &+ killed the remembraunce of his laft everthrovy . The wohich ( as linie 
rememebrech ) gd alike profitable to the common wyealth and to mans life : for in hu 
manor vt here he lay, there voere founde many bookes woritten by bys e 
handes , both of the vertues of herbes andof the conflitution of man; bodje , worth re- 
ede of many infirmities of the ſame . Enax alſo the king of Arabia tv ret a booke 
&f the cf eTer of ſamples,rohich be dedicated to Nero the Emperour. But v vbat h 
] recken perticu/arly the names of eneric ane, v vhen in former ages there t lung, 
eir her of AEtbiopia , AEgypt , or Arabia, vo did not humſelſe erther vv ite ſome- 
d hat concerning this art of P hyſicke,or elſe by bu liberalitic encouraged other; tocm- 
lere their times mm the ſame ? hich may make much (no doubt) to the credite of the 
te, ren kinges haze appropriated « to themſelues , and bave thought themſelues 
honoured by the profeſſion of the ſame. And as many argumentes do induce me tobeleeue 
beſides the de of the Hifforians, thus Phyſicke u the arte, vn hereim many kings 
haze trale and achighted: ſo nothing more ftrengly then thu , thut wybereas of 
gods were tred totherr ſcncral places, as Iupreer to Elu, Diana to Epheſms , _Apol: to 
Delos, and ſo ferth . AH the ſonne of by the dawghter of Phleg1.as made 
« god for bu cunning in H le, hath but and alters everie v here tn Corinth, 
in Lacedemon, in (Athens, in Thebes, in Epidanre, in Arcadia, Meſſenia, and in ma- 
wy ether countries ( a1 Pauſanias remembreth) all v duch honours d t hic h ere done 
to him ( mo d, vere anffitatea by the kings and ralerſ of thoſe countries , vb eſþe- 
cially {anored that arte, thinking it great reaſon , that be tt bo invented an arte ſo ge- 
nerally anelzble for mankind Senldbegearraly honoured of all men.

V nreaſonable ſurely and monſtrumus tc as the pride of this man, and it vn ſo 
fed vwith the applauſe and approbation of bus cities vu vv endred at hu rare cun- 
wing that he marched in the citie vuth a trayne of gods after him: one in the habite of 
Hercules, another in the cthape of Mercurie,another tooke pon him the form of Apollo, 
> he lum ſeſſe ſuper eminent in the midſt reſembling Jupiter, v ore a purple robe, and a 
ro neof gold t pen his head. c held in hu hand a mightie ſcepter. The opinion of thu * 
ſecence dia ſo poſſeſſe the mundes of the people n theſe dares — they mnaginea the 
proſeſſour of the ſame to be ſent mme diat lie from he men \for the commoditie of the 
whole conntrie , and for the pre/eruation of mankinde : vieh made them not to 
doubt to doe unto chew all ſuper ſtitr0us reverence that might be, 2bereof grewy thu 
exceſiine pride, v chucſh bath areſted us it vd ere the minder of many Phyſtions. 1 
would not dun thet the Phy/itions of our time hende draw thu unto an example, 
but rather with all [orylynes to wiſit enen the pooreſt , t hen their helpe i requered.

But aſter that, 
der they hu go into the cmmõ d dealt — wohen th y thall meete vu 
diſeaſes, which Galen newer dreamed of , ben they hill veruy the marnclous and 
ſecret affect1ons and proprieties of mens bodues, the ſodaine and moment in c chunnges 
of the ſame (v lich a manamn ſearcelie fale c wh bu minde ) ven they thall 
percerne, that in reſpect of the ftraung temperature of the bodie, and the v olcnt altera- 
tian of the ſame , they ſcarcelie can auc at the diſcaſe, ryben they hal rade d pon ſo 
many rockes beſides their great paines and vuatchfull indaſtric : vill it nat(thinke vie ) 
amaſe them ? vil they not confeſſethen, that their arte u vnperfect ? vv they nor 
ac tne /uledge ( thinkeyow ) that as experience vas the aunticnt beginner of phiſicke: 
fo, that now u the true and ſincere accomplither of the perfection of the ſwne? Since 
therefore the caſe ſo ſlandeth that art ii vue] v vu. prattiſe , and that ( as Galen 
ſaith experience u gotten longo rerum wvſu: let the Phiſtion ( if he doth not prefer ty- 
ing fame and vile lacre before true and abſolute knowuledge ) let him ( 1ſace ) that his 
m maybe cmriched , wot Icaue the pooreſt bouſe vnjrequemted. But to ſaie the truth, 
there us nothing derogateth ſo much from the excelling in their ſcience, as doth the opt- 
non of perfectius, c luch u —.—— the indgement of the mu/titade,the ter- 
werſe determiner of thinges . For ven a man knovyeth hu name to flie amongſt the, 
be ſarerh i ul, and adnureth himſelſe thinking them, that be hath ſiadied emos both 
for ham jelfe and hu countrie, vuben he hath gotten bus name enrolled a 

Phiſurans by that ignorant and ynaduſed regiſter. 1 hu pe- 
ken this by the vy, and the imteriection of theſe ferro lines bath nut made me ts jv1+

gracnwnto vs of God, more acceptable then the health of the bodze ber honorablic 
muſt d de thinke of the meanes by wuhich it is continued and reſtored if it be la? Pir- 
rbus the ling of Epir did ſacrifice unto no other god or godde(ſe, but anely unto health, 
to v hom he erecled a famons temple in his ov-0ne countrie , calling it Temolum ſani- 
tetu. Hecontemned or at the leaſt neglected all oracles ybich other princes bu/ilie 
ſought after, as prediftions of the enentes and pro of the battailes which they at- 
tempted, or any other the like enterpriſe .. He craue nothing at the handes of the gods, 
but onely the fPuition of bu health, thinking that inauſtrie & diligence neeting with 
the health of the bodie, woer@ able to atchme ante thing , vvere it beſet with neuer ſo 
many daungers.

Har which the Latines call Vertigo, is a diſeaſe, wherin the patient doth 
imagine that his head is turned roũ about. Ther is another diſeaſe ſome what 
like vnto this, which in Latin is called, 7enebricoſa Vertigo, and that is when 
the patient doththinck that al that he ſeeth turneth about, and ſodenlie with 
it, his ſight faileth him, he gthat he is compaſſed about with miſt and 
darknes. It is c6monly ofthe Phiſitions Scotoma. Fuſchuu doth thinck that they ette 
greatlie, that make a difference berweene the former kinds, but it maie be confirmed out of 
ood Authors, Hippocrates, Galen & others.Both the afotiaiꝗ kinds be ingedred after one 
lort, and that is through the inordinate mouing of windy va and ſpirits, contained in 
certain partes of the braine, This diſeaſe is cauſed either of the braine it ſelfe being diſtem- 
d and euill affected, ot of the mouth of the ſtomake offending the braine. The braine it 
Kelten affe cted euill. when a groſſe and t humour is contained in it, from hence a v1 
porous and windy ſpirite being reſolued by weake heat, is moued inordinately about in 
the braine. The mauth of the ſlomałe doth affect the braine, when through corrupte hu- 
mours being gathered aboundantly in it, vapours and windy exhalations are carried vp to 
the braine, & ſo turne about the animall ſpirits contained in it. Thote that are troubled with 
this diſeaſe, a darknes and miſte appeareth before ther eyes ypon cuery light occaſion, ſpe- 
cially if they turn about.

Of the freniſie. 


HarxrTts in Greeke and in Latin is a diſeaſe, wherin the mind is hurte , & 
doth differ only from madnes , which is called in Greeke and Latine Af:lor- 
choha,or Mama, For that a feuer is ioyned with the phreniſy, and thertot the 
freniſy may be called a continuall madnes & fury ioyned with a ſharpe feuer. 
Galen faith that the freniſy is an inflammacion of the braine or of the filmes 
therof. «AF rixs ſaith that it is an inflammacis ofthe filmes ofthe braine with an acute ſcuer, 
cauſing raging and vexation of the mind. Ther be three kindes of trenifies ( as Galen doth Tie, 
5 Annelie in his fourth Booke de Locus affectis car. 40. according to the internal ſenſes, Khich Vene. 
be three in number, that is imagination * 2 & memoty, xhich may ſcuerally be hurt. 
1 Two of thoſe kinds be ſimple, and the third is compounded of thoſe two. Fot ſome be frenc- 
k tick, which can iudge rightly of thoſe things that they fee as touching comms ſenſe & ima- 
4 gination,and yet in cogitatiõ & fantaſy they exre from naturall iudgeinẽt. Some other being 
trenetick are not deceiued in cogitation and reaſon, bur only in imagination they erte. Ther 
be other ſome frentick which doe erre both in ſenſe and cogiraris (that ii both in imagina- 
ti6 & reaſon, and doe ther with alſo loſe ther memory. The treneſy is cauſed eyrher of aboii- caſe. 
danee of bloud,or of choler, occupying the braine or the filmes there>f. And if the choller 
wherofthe diſeaſe engẽdreth be burnt, then the frenfie is moſt vehemẽt & more permcious 
then any other. Thoſe that be frentick haue a cõtinuall feuer, x be madde,for the moſt parte 
they cannot ſleepe. Sometime they haue troubleſome ſleepes, ſo that they ryfe vp,& leap. & 
0 crie out furiouſly, they babble wordes without order or ſenſe, being aſked a queſtion, they 

aunſctere not directly, or at the leaſt raſhly, & that with loud voice, eſpecially if you ſpeake 
gently to them. Ther eyes be bloudſhotten and bleared, they rubbe them often, ſometime 
they are drie, and ſometime full of ſharpe teeres. Ther tongue is rough, and bloud will often 
droppe out at there noſe. Moreouer they pull motes & flockes fromthe bedding 2nd clothes 
about them. Ther pulſes be ſmall & weak ,and ſomewhat h and ſenony, they fetch ther 
breath bur ſeeldom. Note that they which haue the freneſy, cauſed of bloud, they laugh in 
there madnes.Butthoſe that be frentick through choler they rage furioufly,fothar they can 
not be ruled without bands, & ſuch do whena all things that they oe or fay, ſothat 
ſome of the n, when they require the chamberpor , doe forthwith forget to make vrine, or 
whenthey haue done it, they remember not to reſtore the veſſell againe.

His egeſtion & vrine are detained,or els they come 
forth in {mall quantity, & that is not in reſpect of drynes,for the ſicke ſomtime dothiibound 
with much moiſtur, but for lacke of ſenſe. Ther face is ſomtime redd, and that is when the 
euill is engendred ot bloud, and ſomtime it is ſwart, & that is wher melancholy cauſeth the 
diſeaſe. Moreouer the eyes in this diſeaſe remaine immoucable, as they were froſen. 
This euill diſfereth from Carue ( as Galen ſaith ) ſot that in it the eye liddes are euet ſhur, 
but in this diſeaſe they ſomtime remaine open. The diet in this euill mult be diverſe accor- 
ding to the diverſity of cauſes, Let his food be ptiſan broth,and ſuch like.

port in Greeke and Latin is a diſcaſe wherin the fountaine and ori- 
inall of all the ſenewes being affeted,cuery part of the body doth ſodainly 
e both moving and ſenſe, Or it is a deptyuing both of ſenſe and mouing 
through out the whole body coming ſodainly with let and hurt of all volun- 
tary functions. If this ſRopping of the brain come in on halte ofthe body only 
then it is called Para/y/irin Greeke : in Engliſh the palſey wherof we will ſpeak in the next 
Chapter. The Apoplexic is cauſed ofa flegmaticke humour, that is cold, groſſe and tough, Cay 
which doth at one time aboundantly fill the principall ventricles of the btaine, whith hu- 
mour ouermuch crudities, and chiefly — cb r. Alſo it is cauſed bya fall 
ot a blow which ſhaketh & bruiſeth the braine, and humours to flowe thither. Alſo 
very cold ayer which doth thick and congele the humidities and excrements of the braine, 
doh ſomtime cauſe this diſeaſe : it may alto be cauſed of a groſſe melicholy humour, Con- 
cerning ſignes ther goeth befor this diſeaſe a full and ſharp pain ofthe head, and a ſuellng 4 
ofthe vaines in the nec ke. the Hertige, and brighines before the eyes, allo cold of rhe cxtte- 
me partes without cauſe, panting of the whole body, ſlownes to moue, and gnaſtung ol the 
teeth whyle they — Ther vrine is litle in quantity, black, like ruſt and can et in metall, 
and hath a reſidence like meale. They that fall into this diſeaſe doe lack ſenſe altogether, 
they lye as they were a ſleepe wich ther eyes ſhut, and do ſnort. Ihe vehemecic & greatneſſe 
ofehis diſcaſe maie be diſcerned by the unpediment that they haue in breathing. For when 
it is very much differing from naturall order, it betokeneth vehemencie ofthe diſeaſe, and 
that it is a great and ſtrong Apoplexie. But when ther is a litle impedimẽt in the breathing, 
then you may iudge that ther is but litle hurte in the braine , and ſo you maie account ic 2 
ſmall and weak Apoplexy. The worſt and ſtrongeſt Apoplexie is, wherin the breathing is 
ſo deminiſhed that it can very hardly be perceived , and that is almoſt as euill, wherio the 
breath ſtoppethfor a whyle, and then is fetched with great violence. This diſcaſe for the 
molt part doth chaunce to old men, which be of a flegmaticke complexion, and which doe 
vſe ſuch a diet as encteaſeth ſſeume. Bur if ſo be it invade any yong perſon nd that in ſom- 
mer ſeaſon, it is molt perillous. This diſeaſe is yncurable, or at the left is teeldome cured, 
And — — writeth in the. 4 2. Apho. of his ſecond Booke. It is impoſſible Tauck Progn: *;e, 
he )ro cure a vehement Apoplexie, & not eaſie to cure a weak one. For it threatneth ſpeady 
death, Beſides if it chaunce by medicine to be taken awaie, forthe molt part it depatteth 
leauing the palſey behind 4 in the whole body, or in ſome part thereof. Oſten ali ir 
corrupteth the memorie , xherupon we maye conclude that remedies are not to be vſed, 
againſt a ſtrong Apoplexie for that it is of nature deadly, But if it be weak, which youmay 
know bythe ſignes afore ſaid, although ther be ſmall hope to remedy it, yet (as Galen rethi- 
fieth) conuenient remedies being miniſtred, it maie parhappes be cured, as experience hath 
prouedinſome. Thoſe therfore whoſe cure is not alrogether deſperate, ifther be ſignes of 
plenitude and fullnes, & ſtrength permit alſo, muſt be let bloud on both the C vain C 
nes. But you muſt fortell the perill, for bloud letting doth either kill them, or delwer the :to 
that if after bloud lerting(as «£14 faith) both mouing & ſenſe come not vnto him againe, 
ther is no more hope. You muſt not drawe away much bloud at ones, but rather at ſundrie 
times, and you mult haue regard to his pulſe, the colour of his face, & his breathing. Beſydes 
you muſt prouoke him to the ſtole with ſharpe cliſters in this ſott.

of no colour , if it he deepe within, it deferreth three viſible colours nto the behoul-

water from before the ſight to the corner of the eye, and there keep it with the point of your 
needle, the ſpace ofthree minutes of an houre , and then temoue your needle eaſilie from it. 
And u happen chat it tiſetch vp againe, bring it backe the ſeconde time. But this caution 
you malt be ture to haue, that when the-needle hath touched the cataracte; you doe not 
wruh it about with your es and froe, till u be ſet in his place before named, bur 
that you gentlic dra ue it thither: and when you haue a it thather, thirle the needle a- 
bout. till it hath gathered the water about it, and then pull it our. (this done) Cauſc him to 
ſhutte his eye, and apply therto a plaiſter of flaxe and the white ofan egge, and cauſe bim 
to lye in his bedde nyne dayes together, remouing the plaiſter three times on the daye, and 
three times on the night without any other ſtiming ot it. Prouided, that he lye in a verye 
darke place, and let his dyet be thinne, as tere egges and white bresd. And it he be young 
and luſtie et his drinke be water, but it his body be weake, let him drinck wyne well lym- 
hate. Fot truly much nounſhment would (ranged our cure by ingendring much bloud 
in the eye, hich is vetie hurtfull nowe in the beginning ofthe healing it, (The nynth daye 
being paſſed let him tyſe and waſhe his eye well with faier cold watcr, and he ſhall enioye 
hi» tight by the helpe of God, euen as he did before, although ſome one of the cataractes be 
fayrer healed then the other, as namelye the ſeconde kynde and the fourth kynde : but that 
which is cauſed by a ſtrype, (thoughe the water be with more caſe extracted) yet the eye 
neuet recoucreth his clearnes of _ aine, becauſe it is greatlye bruiſed and ttoubled by 
the force of the ſtroke. And the thi — alſoe, thoughe it be ſoone reſtored to his olde 
pettection, yet it abydeth not * vnleſſe it be continued as well by good dyet, as

cleare, as though it had no ſpotte, and the eyes ar alwayes mouing and they- 
liddes doe tremble as they were full of quickſiluer. This =_ of cataracte is 
cauſed ofa corruption in the mothers wombe , and ther they that haue 
them are for the moſt part borne blinde, and therefore they beſto we their labour in vaine, 
that aſſay to cure them, forthe Nerues opticke be oppilate and mortified, fo that no medi- 
cine3 can preuaile, although many that haue this kinde do fee the light ofthe Sunne, and 
the ſtature of a man euen totheir lives end: we call it Gurra ſerena, becauſe it is engendred 
of a water that falleth from the braine , of the which truly one litle droppe corrupterh and 
diſſolueth all the humours ofthe eyes, and ſtoppeth the hollow netuies and fenowes,to that 
the viſible ſpirites may no more paſſe — . The ſecond catatact incurable is that 
which appeareth in the eye of a greene colour, like water ſtanding in watery places, not 
much moued, nor temoued: this is the moſt daungerous kynde of all, ifther be any degrees 
in them, and it is procured by the ouermuch coldnes of the braine, and with ry buffering 
and beating about the head, with great faſting , and ſuch other like. The thitd yncucable 
CatiraQ is, whenthe pupill of the eye is dilated and ſpread ſo farte, that ng circles may be 
ſcene within the tunicles of the eyes, and the eye ſeemeth all blacke, or els all white , And 
thus are the three kyndes of Cataractes vncurable diſtinguiſhed and knowen: which will 
forbidde the ptacticioners to deale with them. 0 


CAP. XXXIII. 


Of diſeaſes which chaunce to the cet, j bloud,choler, 
fleume,or melancholy,andof their cures 


we OW after the deſcriptions of Cataracts, and the numher of them which be 
£3 curable, and which be not, and the curing, and knowledge of the cutable 
and the cauſes of the vncurable, I will ſpeake of other * ob ofthe cyes 
cauſed and occaſioned of the four humouts as bloud, fleume, cholet, & me- 
A lancoly. But firſt I will treate of bloud, through the aboundance whereof 
: Y oftetimes there groweth arednes in the eye, with great burning , and after 
ward it turneth to great ytche: & this diſeaſe maketh the heare of the eyeliddes to fall au ay 
and of many it leaueth not one hear, and if this maladie be not cured within one yere, it will 
make the eyeliddes to turne vp, and make the patient bleareyed. But before it commeth to 
that extremitie, it may be cured by this colliry, hich they call Co ſereſomtau, 
which is made in this wiſe. R. Tutty of Alexander,Z.j.and beate it into ſmall pouder, & tem- 
per ir well with two poundes of white wyne, (hat ĩs)a quart, and put thetto .. j. ot dry roſes, 
and boile it with a ſoking fire, till the wyne be half waſted, and then clenſe it through a lin- 
nen cloth, and keepe it in a viall glaſſe, and morning and cuening put ſome of it into the eye, 
and if u be take betimes, the patient ſhalbe cured within a weeke or two at the moſt, Neuer- 
thclefle before you apply this colliry,it ſhalbe good, if the patient be yong,to let him bloud 
on the veyne , that is on the middeſt of the forhead, ot, if he be aged, to purge his brain 
with theſe piles. R. ofthe beſt aloes red Sanders, Eſale,and rewbatbe. ana. J. B. Turbich, 
Cataputia minor and Agaricke. ana. ʒ. ij. confect them with the iuyce of mug worte, and mi- 
niſtet to the patient accotdin 4 And truly theſe pilles are not only good 
forthe ytche ofthe = but alſoe forall maner of ytche ar ſcabbe , of what humour ſocuer 
it be cauſed. There be other diſcaſes alſoe of the eye engendred ofbloud, as the o 
my and pannicles ; And theſe kyndes of infirmities ate tyed tothe ſeaſon of rhe year,

and the rather then, bec auſe they proceed of the eating of the varietie of fruictes. Ihe Oph. 
thalmy is thus deſcnbed: An Ophthalmy is a corrupt bloud ingendred of hote humours, 
and commonly, it ſtandeth and appearethin the white of the eyes, and round about the tumi- 
des and blaknes ofthe eye, and it ptocedeth of immoderat ſorrow & burning, and of aboũ- 
dice oſteates, which cauſeth the eyes to ſwell and make them ſo bolne that from that time, 
forth the patient may take norett not ſleepe, for euet it ſeemeth to him hat his eyes are full 
of grauell,or ofthornes,or of ſmoke. In thus kind of infirmitie it is good to vſe this powder, 
which many. ( iu teſpect ofthe notable vertue therof )do call Vu (rcd, which is thus 
made, R. N hite ſarcocall, and beate it to verie fine pouder,and fill the patientes eye with it, 
and lett him ly with it wide open ill the be conſumed, and inthe meane time make 
a plauet offlexenherdes,and waſh it well in cold water, which (when you haue dteined out 
in your hand)lay it on the patient his eye, which he ſhall till kepe open, and it will procure 
hun to take his reſt vetie well. Many ignorant praRticioners , while they haue endeuoured 
to cure this infirmitic with many umperunent medicines, haue added ſorrow to ſorrow, and 
haue brought the eye without bis liddes, & ſo made it vncutable, xhich by the afotſaid pou- 
der might calilie haue bene healed. And note that there be ſom which by the occaſion ofthe 
Opthalmy are greatly troubled in their eyes, and haue them fumous & miſtie, which pro- 
ccedeth of cuill keeping, ot becaus they care contrarie meates. Nove if ſuche happen, the 
braine mult be purged with theſe pilles. N polipody,Eſale, 1Mrabelom crriam,and te u barbe. 
20. S j. maſticke Quybibes, Saffron, Spiknard, au Ind, Cynamon. ana. 3. j. Confect them 
with milke or iuice of Quinces, and miniſtet to the ſicke according to his ſtrength, and after 
this purgati6 giue him morning & euening of the Electuarie of Diaohbanum [olarum am 
25 before. And motouet put into his eye a pouder called Vn Nabetis, the making wherot, 
we will ſhew in the cure of the third Pannicle; But this muſt be done only in the morning & 
cuening , put in his eye the pouder called Pulnis Alexandrus as before, and this do till the 
ok tecouered his health, keeping him in the meane time from hurtfull meates.

It auaileth againl? the migrune, 
and generally for cuerie paine of the eyes, if the patient be annointed therwith vypon che 
'* temples as before. The ſecond pannicle mult be cyred at the very beginning, forif it be in- 
*  carnate andhardencd vponthe tunicle, it may not by any ſubtiluie be remoued( the tunicle 
ſaued) and therfore it is notſafeto aduenture to cure it, when by cõtinuance of time it hath 
vnited it ſelf with the ſaluatrice. But at the firſt you ſhall cure it thus: firſt make a cautery 
in the temples with a round cautery, (as ſhalbe ſhewed afterward whe I ſpeak of cauterics ) 
For fire diſſolueth and conſumeth the pannicle, and ſo keepeth itfrom vniting and incarna- 
ting with the tunicle, and maketh the eye fitte to be clanfied withtlus medicine following, 
Whe the eye is cauterized,put into the eye ſome ofthe pouder called iu Naberns( which 
I will teach afterward) and while he lieth with this pouder in his eye, take four crabbes,and 
roſt them vnder the Embres very well, and then take them , and being pilled and cored ,in- 
corporate them witch the white of an egge in maner of an ointment, and lay it vpon a cleane 
flexin herde, and bind it to the eye with a linnen band, and ſo rene this plaiſtet morning & 
euening till you haue abſolued your cure. Like as bloud be getteth many infirmities ofthe

me, but the moſt notable are four, the firſt is procured by ouer aboundance of teares, -

herby the ouer eyeliddes are ſo ſoftened and mollified, that within their growe heates, 
which pricke the ball of the eye continually, as though ther were Hogges briſtles: which : 
heates then tho many bolde Chirurgians haue plucked out, and ſo fot a time caſed them: yet 
after ward ( the heares being hardened with plucking out ) do gall them fart worſe then — 
ſore, & ſo in the end the patiẽt being deſtitute of any other aide, leeſeth his ſight, (the heares 
fretting and conſuming the ſubſtance of his eye). But in deed the belt way,which as yet ex- 
rience hath found out to cure that malady is this: Take two needles ofthe length of the 
i tle finger,and put a thread through the eyes of both of them, and bind them well toge- 
ther at both the endes, then with your fingers lift yp the over eyelidde, and with theſe nee- , 
dlles take of the lether where theſe heates grow, that the patient may ſhyr and open his eye, 5 
and let the needles hange,til! they fall away together with the leather which was betweene 0 
them: which dane, you ſhall put no medicine in the wound , for it will heale ot it ſelf :Burif 
py annicle be engendred inthe eye by reaſon of the vehemẽcie ofthe paine, it ſhalbe cu- 
red by Pwulais Nabetus put into the eye twyle a day, till ſuchtime, as they be clarified & hea- 
led. And this pouder is made of Sugar Candy of Alexandria, hich poudet is very auailable 
againſt many ſickneſſes of the eye. Ihe ſecond infirmitie which happeneth to the eye by 2 
fleume, iswhen the eyes appeare troubled and full of veynes, ſo cloſed with a pannicle that 
the patẽit cannot well lee,nor diſcern any thing, & this iknes is called parnie® vitres which * 
is thus cured: firſt cauſe his head to be ſhauẽ̃, & tht᷑ cauteriſe him with a toũd camety m the 
ſoft of his head, and with a long cautery in his tẽples, (which ſo done,) put into his eyes the 
pouder of Cidy once in the day, til that he hath receaued again his full ſight, and tw iſe inthe 
moneth purge him with the pilles called Pulls Jereſolomurane , and is going to ded let 
himreceiue of the electuatie called Diaohbamom ſolaramitanxm till he be hole.

Of the infirmities of the eye cauſed of Melancholy. 


r the humour of Melancholy be ingendred in ſundry folkes many and diuers 
ſickneſſes by reaſon of the oppilation of the ſpirits vitible , which commeth by 
the diſtemperature of the braine, which is diſquieted __ aboundance of me- 
@ lancholy, In theſe diſeaſes therfore it ſeemeth to patient, that there are 
flies flieng in the ayer, and that there are three or four Moones, and three or four faces, when 
he beholdeth but one: but theſe infirmities happen moſt cõmonly to aged perſons, which 
are melancholy, ſuperfſuitie of melanchoy dimming their eyeſight. There muſt not there- 
fore any medicine be put into the eye ofthe patient, but make this electuaty mitigatiue and 
apparatiue, which will open the opilations of the nerues, which did before forclote the way 
to the viſible ſpirits. The electuatie is thus contected. R. the iuyce of lyquorace, cyebtight, 
6 4 ment am, ana. tb. h. the ſeedes of Rew baſilicon, Netles that cometh from beyond the 
Sea, or Cecilian,of fennell,of Alyſaunder, of Apium, and of Caraway ſeed. ana.

S. j. all theſ uſt be beaten toge- 
ther into ſmall pouder well ſearced. and then you mult conte ct them with good Sugar, and 
make an electuatie of it, and ofthis let him teceiue morning and euening, ull he be healed, 
It auaileth alſo againſt that dimnes ofthe eyes which cometh by thought and of much hea- 
uines, and L. them to ſee more cleerely, and of that effect it hath his name that is clu- 
rificatum oculorum . There is allo an other infirmitie which cometh ot melancholy, and that 
is, when the paine ſodeinly aſcendeth into the eyes, and greeueth ſo extremely, that it {oe 
meth tothe patient that his eyes would ſtart our: they appeare alſo moſt commonly very 
bolne. Many which are troubled with this kynde of maladie, doe looſe their fight altoge- 
ther, & many (though ther be ſome which do ſee/notu ithſtading bur very feebly, But the 
ſeaſonable applying of remedies preuenteth ether diſcõmoditie. Aſther this ſort then, you 
ſhall encounter — this euill. Youfhall fitit purge the ſtomach and the braine with theſe 
pilles. R. Aloes mur abolami cirrim, Turbuch, Saunders citrine, and teu batbe. ana. f. . Scimony, 
mirrhe, ſaffron, balſamum, maſticke Jagnum Aloc i, olibamum, white Agaricke, nux Indie, luyce 
oflyquorace,ſced of Apium, Lettuce, ſuecoty, baſilicon. ana. 3. j. Beate all theſe to poudet, & 
confect them with the iuyce of Roſes, and make pilles of them, and giue the patient after 
his power. The ſtomach and the brayne thus purged, lay vpon the 1 this plaitter. Rloure 
apples ot crabbes,and roſt them vnder the Embres till they be ſoft, then corethem and pare

There is another infirmitie alto which toceedeth 
by the aboundance of melancholy, and that they call 2 : for it is much like the Naile of 
a linger, ſometime it breedeth in the corner ofthe eye to the earewarde,& ſo ſpreadeth over 
the eye, if be not hindred and teſiſted betymes: ſometime allo it happeneth that another 
yngle ariſeth in the other corner, and if they meete, it maketh the cure more vncertaine, yet 
byheaddull {Kill & diſcretion it may be healed by the hand: Take therfore a t iche of aluer, 
andtherwith lift vp ſubtellie the vngle fromthe tunicle, proceeding to the lachrimall her 
it grewe, and there cut it away, and then lay the white of an egge and flexe vpon it. x. dayes 
together, remouing it twile on the day, andat the end of ten dayes wath his eye with hote 
water, and put into it Paluzs Naberus betore named, till the eye be tufhcienthe cleared.

You may allo vſe this: R. a lilly roote and crabbes & roſt 
them in the embres,rill they be ſoft, then, taking away the core & the pilles of the crabbes, 
ſtampe them both of like quantitie with the whites of egges and ſo, vic it: On the ſteppe of 
the wound, where the ſore was, lay this oyntment, that it maye dra we the fleſhe t er, ſo 
chat no ſcarte maye appeare. R. Moez, hennes greace, oyle of bitter Almondes , and white 
waxe, and incorporate them togethet into an oyntment and apply it. It is very good in all 
the diſcaſcs of the eyes, to annoynt the temples of the patient, and the forchead with 

raw Alabaſtrum — named, for it aſſwageth the payne and helpeth the other medicines 
intheir operation. It ha th many times in this infirmitie that the patient his eyeliddes, 
for want of prouident ſ kill do reuerſe, hich is a great blemiſhe. In this caſe you mult ſub. 
tellie with the Raſour deuide the eyelidde fromthe wound, and — them with a litle toule 
made of fine linnen clothe dippedin the white of an egge , which you ſhall lay berwixt the 
lidde and the ſore. xv.dayes together,chaungeing it daylie, and then make the oyntment of 
hennes and white waxe,and lay of it ypontheroule, and it will conſume the wound, 
ſo that there ſhall appeareno Cicatrice.

thinges that tepreſſe, but contrarywiſe thinges that doe draw, And if they be not in eſſe,

If through 
vice ofthe ſtomał, then the breath of the mouth is more grieuous, and ſlinkir g before meat 
then after meate, vicerations of the lunges are knowen by exrenuacion of the body, and by 
coughing. In the diet the patient muſt aucyd all things that doe readily engender corrup- 
tion in the mouth or ſtomache, as is, milke,fiſhe, almoſt all fruites, marowe , fat, naughty 
water, and ſuch lyke, Let the meats therfore which they vie, be of good iuice,and — to 
digeſt: but they mult vſe rheates rather roſte then ſodden: In the end of dinner and ſupper 
they may eate ,quinces,and ſuch like, eſpecially ifthe ſlincking ſauour come from the 
mouth of the ke, Let ch eſchewe ſleeping by and by after meate . It ſtincke of the 
momento ay hve ns rh ion of the gummes or teeth,if ther be fulnes of the bodie: Firſt 
drawe bloud out the Cophakos vaine tad ehenfaſten cx ing glaſſes to the neck. But if

cine:the bodie being purged, vic out ward medicines ſpecially collutions and waſhings, 
which in this caſe ſeeme to be maruelouſe good as this is.

Alto it is good to hould it in the mouth, Alſo mirrhe ſteeped in pure wyne mimiſtet to wath 

the teeth. Allo it is very goodtochewe pellitonie, Tamaryens and rewe, Likewile collution 

of vineger ſquilliticke, or decoction of tage, or only wyne. Alſo decoction of mintes in vi- 1 
neger and water helpeth, if the mouth be often waſhed with it. This cauſeth ſweete breath, „ 
and maketh the teethe white, R. white ſalt, pumiſes, origĩ. ana. 3. ij. root of Iro. 2. j. flours t 
ſqinnance . H beat them all and commix them and rub the teeth there with. It (tink of the

HERE chauncethin thethrote many daungerous inflamacions (as 
} Hippocrates wryreth in his Pregneſtici.)and tirſt of this Columella ap 
areth acertaine fleſhie peece, hanging in the vpper parte of the 
mouth. If one do gape wide, and hold doun his tong, it may be ſeen 
By old time it was called Gurgxho,now it is called ( ella. It is of- 
ten vexed with inflammations, which is cauſed through bloud, and 
other humours which diſcend out of the head. The diſeaſe may be 
knowen by fight, Alſo ther chauncethin it, difficultie in ſwallowin 
paine, ſwelling, redneſſe of the Colume lla, and a ſeauer. Ihe diet in a manner mult be ſuch 
as is ordained in other iuflammations, and ſpecially quietnes, reſte, ſilence, and hunger are 
good, and to eat litle, or nothing at ſupper, For the cure, if there be fulnes of the bodie, you 
muſt begin with bloudletting, and firit you muſt cut the Ceyhalica vaine in the arme, and 
aſterwatd the yain vnder the toung. Alto the belly muſt be purged by cliſters, ſo that by 
that meanes not only the belly may be ſoluble, but alſo that the flowing of humour to the 
fe may be taken away. Allo forthe ſame purpoſe you may faſten cupping glaſtes to the 
ders. Neither mult we letpaſſe the remedies which are good to repreſſe and ſtopp 
fluxe of kumours'. For as they do in all other diſeaſes cauſed of the fluxe of humours; 
ſo in this behalfe for there firſt remedie they ſtoppe the fluxe of hummoures . Therefore 
ſuchremedies muſt be of a reſtrictiue nature and facultie . If that the fluxe of humours be 
moderate, miniſter thinges which reſtraine moderatly , as theſe be which be called ſoure. 
But if it be more vehement, adde to it ſharpe thinges, for both be reſtrictive , but ſoure be 
weake, and ſharpe thinges — Galen doeth ſay in his fourth booke of the vertues of 
fimple medicines, cap. G. and . Therefore vſe collutions made of thoſe thinges, as if they 
ſhould be moderate, ſeeth dates ſometime in water alone, and ſometime w ih alitle honie 
we to them. — make decoctions of j ger, FR es, cipreſſe, the firſt 
uddes of pomgatnet floures, ſilgua, rootes o oure apples, and ſorbut. Thoſe be 
ſtronger fa theſe, which be made of the decoction of mittells, and en, Alſo of 
ſharpe quinces, and young buddes ofoke, or the maſte of oke, alſo of meddlers, and a fruite 
called Ceran. The beſt collutions ar made of galles, Sumach acaria, and the floures of both 
the pomgarnerres, & their ſhelles. Among compound medicines this doth helpe wonder- 
fully. R. the diſtilled waters of roſes, plantaine, ſorrell, pranella, ſolani . ana. Z. ij. Diamoron 
ſecci me dicati cribes. ana. 3. G. ſuces medicati ex exiochanta, 3. ij. G. vineger wherla ſumach is 
ſteeped. i. j. iuice of pomgarnettes. ;. f. comixe them wats and with it waſh the mouth 
Another of the ſame vettue. N. red roſes, brambles. ana. At. pomegarnat floures and the 
ſhells, galls, maſte of oke .ana.z.iij. ſamach, hipociſchidur, acaria ana. 3. ij. ſeedes of forrell, & 
quinces. ana, g. j. ſeeth them in ꝗb. j. of well water, vntill balfe remaine. the decoction being- 
ſtrained, put to it of rn.

ſo euer the medicines be, miniſter them warme : for thoſe that labour of inflammation, may 
ſuffer no cold. After the vigor of it, you may ſafelie miniſter diſcuſhues,vnlefſe the Colume!'s 
begin to waxe harde : for them you muſt miniſter mollefiing medicines (that is) lineſeed, 
fenugreeke,mallowes, Albee tragagaut hum, and ſuch like, of the which you may make gar- 
garitmes, Af cr that vie diſcuſſiues ( as is) hiſope, figs, licorice, deco togither . If ir drawe 
toward rotting, which may be perceued by his colour, and doth not breake alone by colluti- 
ons of Aſulſa, and Oxime [cilkticam, then open it with ſome inftrumen:. After the breakin 
and burſting out ofthe matter, let him vſe medicines elenſing, abſtetſiue and glutinatiue, ei-

You muſt prouoke childrens bellies by putting in a ſuppoſitary, and by * ns tuel. 
After purging you mult vſe teſtrictiue medicines, vntill the vigour ot the diſeaſe be ceaſed 
— theſe things (as we admoniſhed before) muſt be miniſtred warm. Out wardly 
it is beſt to nouriſhe it with ſponges, laid gently to it. Alſo lay to it plaiſters made of barly 
meale, ſceds of flaxe, ſenugrełe, and ſuch like, The inflammation declining and waxing leſſe: 
it is good to put in hony into your gargariſmes,which in the beginniug and increaſing you 
may not do, leaſt the ſharpnes which is in it, do increaſe fluxe, Alſo at this time hotter gar- 
ſes do profit . Outwardly you mult put about the necke,ſoft woll dippedin oyle, and 
if that by vſing of ſharpe collutions,or gargariſmes,the inflammations be increled, and by- 
ting and gnawing come therby: you mult vſe gentler, as is iuyce of ptiſan: Allo gargaryz 
warme milke. When the inflammation and paine ceaſeth, annoint with the afotſaid teme- 
dies ofthe mouth, putting it in with your finger: ſo that by gẽtle annointing, the parts ofthe 
ronfilles which are ſwelled, may be thruſted, wherby they may put out the matter contained 
in them. But yet you may not thruſt hard, as many vſe to do, v ene cauſe the inflam- 
mation to be augmented. And therfore if by that meanes any hurt do chaunce: we muſt be 
content with miniſtring gentle gargariſmes without any annointing, If that by miniſtring 
the remedies aforeſaid, the greite be not eaſed, then looke for rotting ofit, which you maye 
know by increaſing of the inflammation , and by ſharp exulcerations , exacerbations, and 
gnawinges in the euening when you looke for ſuppuration and rotting, you muſt help that 
it may quickly come to paſſe: therfore then you muſt miniſter hotter gargariſmes,as is 
a, and decoction of figges, hyſope, and ſeed of Althea. Ourward play plaiſters of barly 
meale and fengreeke,with decoction of figges, Althea,and hony.

dely, and if he be of perfect age, & no other thing forbidding it, it is good to cut the ¶ hie

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veine in the arme, ot if that appeare not, the middle veyne . If they bemaydes, home, at 
perfect age, for lacke of purgation of menſtruis, this doth often thenin them 
ou mult cut the Saphena vaine, letting bloud but OY that time, not till the 
— — vertue be deſtroyed by ouer I —— — 
the bell empti clyſters, ſuppoſitaries, annointing b 
— — ne drnankngs e wed place: for the which 
— faſten cupping glaſſes nigh to the loynes, and vſe to bind the extremities as the 
ndes and feete. Afterward it is good to vſe gargariſmes, declared before in the chapter 
of Colwmella, and in the chapter following , After the beginning of the ſicknes, miniſte r 
(Dramoren,ot a collution mixed with Ai ſa, then allo decoction of Ireos, and other thinges 
reheatſed in the aboueſaid places. We mult take heed, that we touch not the vicerate ton- 
ſils with out finger, not ſo much as to touch it ſoftly. For the vnſ kilfull, o home with 
error men do {ceke in doubtfull matters : they do annoy vehemently, allo they doe t 
the aggreiued place, & pull alway the ſcabbe or roue, whichthey aught not to do, before 
they ice the tooue lifted vp, and ſcarce cleauing to the ſore, For if we intend to pull away 
the ſcabbe , whils it ſticketh faſt, the viceration will more deep, and inflammation 
will followe, and the paine will increaſe, and they will come to venemous vicers. Therforc 
it is good to blowein dry remedies, and to annoint liquid thinges with a feather . Dogges 
doung mixed with N annointed, taketh away the rooues maruellouſly,which wilbe 
the berter,if the dogge be fed only with bones two dayes before. It helpeth greatly, nethet 
hath it any vnſauorines being miniſtred in meates. Alſo the aſhes of iwallowes burnt, and 
the aſhes of Centory minor burnt, with hony mixed is good, After the icritations and cha- 
ſinges made by medicines, you mult appe aſe it with decoction of lycorice , and with a gar- 
atiſme, v hich 
alſo,while the vlcet feedeth, milke mixed with terra e to gargariſe . What need many 
wordes? You muſt be diligent and carefull, ſpecially in clenting and purging the vlcets. 
Many infantes do ſuffer the crampe in purging of the vicers . Some be itrangled, becauſe 
the way of ſwallowing is dryed vp. It is good to apply out wardly fomentes, and emplai- 
ters, with taking heed, leaſt we b coole it. Fot the cure will proper, if the matter, that is 
holden within, can be drawen outward, Therfore alwayes after the taking of the plaiſters 
away, couer the partes that be about the chinn, by laying vpon it ſoft x oll, ſprincled with 
oleum nardimm. To conclude, when the ſkurſes ate looſened, and the vlcers purged, vie 
this remedie following.

The gnawing a ſundet 
ot chole vaines is cauſed of ſharpe humours either falling fromthe head to the lounges,or cls 
engendred in the lounges it ſelfe. Moreouer the bloud, that is ſpit out, ſometime com- 
meth tromghe breaſt and the lounges, ot fromthe Trachea arteria, and ſometime from other 
laces of the mouth or gummes,or the iawes, ot from the ſtomake, vnto the which doth fal 
oud out of the yeyns and members adioyning / that is to ſay) fromthe liver & the ſplene. 
The outward cauſes are know en thus: If the {pitting of bloud be cauſed of aboundance of 
bloud, then the bloud commeth out guſhing all at once, and after it is out, the ſicke is better 
and lighter , But it it be cauſed through bruſting of the mouthes ofthe veynes , then hote 
perturbations haue gone before it, as though the patient had vſed many hote barhes, & had 
dwelt in a hote Region, viing hote dyet, ina hote ſeaſon. If ſpitting of bloud be cauſed 
throgh gnawing and cating a ſundet the veynes, then the bloud is not ſpi:ted forth all on a 
heape,but by little and little withthe cough, and they are alwayes worſe. Alſoitthe bloud 
which is ſputed, be froathy and paliſh and cometh forth now & then with the coughe with 
out 7 is a ſure token, that the bloud commeth out of the lounges. If flegmaticke 
bloud be iputted out with eaſie coughinges and teaching, then the bloud commeth fromthe 
Trachea arteria. Ifbloud be ſpi. ted forth being blacke and clodded together, having alſo 
the cough and paine in the aggreaued place, thẽ᷑ it is a token, chat it cõmeth from the breaſt, 
For the dyet let him vie mea es which — a moderat adſtriction, as be Ryce, hulled wheat, 
called Abca, and ſuch other like mixing with them the yuices of pomegtanates or peares. 
Fot fleſh let him eat wild doues, turtles, and partri 2 tu

or coole thole partly by corrupting the bloud that remaineth , and partly by diminiſhing of 
ie,they doforbid the milke to come. Therefore it is good to giue them pure bread, milcke, 
veale,chickens,par:riches,byrdes,rere egges, ſiſhes ſcaly,& ſtony rayſons, freer almounds, 
lettuſe, bugloſſe, baulme, gourdes, and ſucn live, They mult drincke wyne,that is thinne and 
watery,they mult eſchewe immoderate exerciles, anger,forrowe, and all thinges that may 
deminiſhe the bloud . But if the bloud be worle, ( as if it be cholericke) fitit purging of the 
cholericke humours is tequiſite, and then viethe dyer before preſcribed, but in be fie ga- 
ticke bloud, it requireth medic ines that do heate in the firſt ot ſecond degree, but they may 
not dry vp, fot ſuch by heating of the flegmaticke humours do turne them into bloud : but 
among ſuch the ttrongeſt be, which are not only medicines, bur alſo nouriſhments , (as is) , 
rockar,fenncll,dill, percely, and thote thinges greene before they be eryed > for being dryed, © 
they do heat, and dry more then they ought to do. And thoſe thinges which doe dtyc, they 
ml the humour which ſeedeth the bloud ,the more groſſe, and more ſmall in quantity.

And to 
be ſhott, if the ſtomach be grieued with hote or cold dittempure, it chaungeth the meates 
that be eaten into the nature of the diſtempure, ſo that the meates may be petceiued to be 
chaunged into the ſauour of toſtiag or ſourenes without the commixing of any humour, 
Moteouer if the diftempure be hote pate anon and by caſed withraking 
of medicines,or meates,or drinckes chat be cold, But it the diſtempure be cold, the patient 
fecleth caſe in hote meates or medicines, but he feeleth hurt with cold thinges . In a moitt 
diftempure,the patient feeleth no thitſt, ot very litle, he hath aboundance of Iipitle, & doeth 
deſue moiſt meatęs. In — ns is drynes ofthe tongue, extenuation ofthe 
body, licle ſpitle,and vehementthirſt, vomiting and deſire therto, heauines of the 
ſtomach, and belking ſpecially after meat, betoken aboundance of naughtie and corrupt 
humours. And if yelow colour do abound, ther followech bitternes of the mouth. vomiting 
vp of cholet, chirſſ, belkinges, with ſauour rolted,and gnawing of the ſtomach : but if fleume 
do abound, it docth cauſe no gnawing in the ſtomach, vnleſſe it be ſalt fleume: ther are pre- 
lent ſour bell inges, no thirit and ſtretching out of the ſtomach , It melancholy abound, it 
cauſeth ſadnes & feare,ſtincking belkinges & ſpittinges, & ſauot of ſiſhe, ſleepe with ſittes 
8 of ſtrange imaginations, contraction & paine of the hanumes, and calfes of the legges. Euery 
Carers, diſtempure is corrected and amended by his contrary . Therefore you mult coole a hote 
dutempure, and heat a cold diſtempure: alſo moitten a dry,and dry a moilt diltempure:like- 
witc muſt you do in compound diltempures, cther heat and dry, or heat and moiſten, or els 
Care of he coole and moiſten, ot coole and dry.

Then afterward 
they fill them ſelues with meate,and againe they returne to vomiting like dogges. It is cau- 
ſcdthrough colde diſtempure ofthe ſtomach, ot through vicious and ſharp humours which 
do gnaw and pricke the mouth of the ſtomac h. For cold vicious humours do cauſe a gnaw- 
ing much like the proportion of ſucking, and do taiſe appetite of meate. Alſo ſomerime it 
chaunceth thorough vnmeaſurable di and ſpreading abrode of the whole bodie, 
which do followe either the violence ot heate , or the weakeneſſe of the vertue retentiue. 
Cold diſtempure of the Romachis knowen by cuill digeſtion, windineſſe, romblinge, and 
many egeſtions or ſeiges, and by other tokens declared before in the firſt Chapter. Sharpe 
hamours ate know en by ſoute belkings, and much egeſtion, and verie thinne. It it be cauſed 
ot LI ing abroade, and that through heate which conſu- 
meth the meate like fire, and rareſieth the ſkinne : then the egeſtions ſent out by the bellie, 
be leſſe in quantitie, then the meate that is eaten, and alſo the egeſtions be drier : Bur if 
that diſſipation come through weakeneſſe of the retentiue vertue, which cannot mailter the 
meates: then chere is much deiection, and caſting out of thoſe thinges that are eaten. For 
the Cure, colde diſtempure muſt be healed, as is taught in the firſt chapter ofthis booke. If

But you mult giuc it to them that be faſting, hoate, or warme at the leait. He muſt 
from all ſower and teſtrictiue meates and drinkes, but ſpecially from fruite. Let their ban- 
quetting meates be peſtaciams, Almondes , pine nuttes, and oliues with hony. Miniſter alſo 
vnto them milke. as well alone, as alto wich wine called Paſſam, or with hony, ſo that neuer- 
theleſſe, you mult take heede that you giue it not to thoſe, that are wont to haue it waxe 
ſoure in their ſtomach, for to thoſe it doth more hurt then good.

Let his drinke 
be cold water or decoction of Cynnamon. Put the ſic ke in a cold bath if nothing do let ĩt as 
ſlenderneſſe and leanneſſe of the bodie, or the coldneſſe of ſome membet of the bodie, as 
the breaſt ot ſome othet. Vou muſt giue vnto them meates that be ſtable, durable, and hard 
to corrupt, as be periwincles, and all kindes of ſhell fiſh, if they be ſodden with water rwiſe 
chaunged. Alto — fleſh _—_ in full ttrength and ſpecially the bellie. Alto fatte bieffe, 
and all chings that be all fatte, and that do ſwunme in the ſtomach, and be hard to be dige- 
ſted and diltributed, For there be ſome, that haue this diſeaſe, which by reaſon of a ſharp & 
biting heate, and as it were a feucrous heate in them which do digettand conſume bieffe and 
other thinges hard of = withleſle labour then fiſhes ot ſtony places, and ſuch like 
things which be eaſie of digeſtion. Ofegges thoſe are good for them, which be ſodden till 
they be hard, orfried in a — an. Giue them manchet made of fat broths without honie. 
Alſo rice ſodden with butter, and vnleauened bread. Looke how much the euill isabared, & 
ſo much you mult abate of the groſſe meates that you are wont to giue,and you muſt miniſh 
the re(trictive things allo that you lay without. For ſometime the vehemencie of the appe- 
tite being abated, when the bodie is filled with crude and groſſe humours, it turnerh into 
ſome other worle diſeaſe, Among — gene thoſe thinges which are a- 
foreſaid you muſt vic this oyntment.

afterwarde the heart ofthe patient beginneth to faile him with coldeneſſe of the extreame 
— 172 1004 oy Vou muſt apply remedicsfor this diſcaſe by and by, 

caule there be that in deſert places, or in bathes, being ſuddenly taken with this diſeaſe, 
do periſh tor lacke of helpe. Therefore they that are wirh great hunger, in a iout- 
ney without afeuer, or any other wayes, you mult recomfort them with vinegre, or peny- 
royall, given them to ſmell, vnto, or earth whatſoeuer it bee, ſprinckled with vinegre, 
or apples, or peares, ot ſuch other like fruite which is next hande. Alſo newe bread n 
tothe nole doeth helpe, and cheeſe of good ſauour. Alſoporke toſted or ſodden, and vni- 
uetlalhe all that doth nouruth much: but eipecially that which hath ſauour of roſted meate, 
and is well ſeaſoned, and hath a ſufficient ſauour. For by ſuch odoures and ſauours they 
that haue this dilcale, are for the molt part refreſhed, (ceing there is nothing (as wee ſayed 
betote in the ſecond booke, the fourteenth chaprer)that doth refreſh and renue the ſtrength 
ſooner then odours. Moreover you mutt binde the extreame partes of them with bandes, 
and you mutt put the tippes of their handes and feere in vetie hote water , and you muſt 
raiſe them and ſtirre them, as well by prickinge ot the cheekes, as allo by pullinge of the 
heare and eates. And when he is ſomewhat come againe to him ſelte, you ſhall miniſter 
vnto him breade infuſed in wine, or ſome ſuch thing, which doeth rettore ſtrengch veric 
quickelye, (as be )rcareegges, Alica with wine. The next remedie — mult looke for 
by meate, whichif they can not take when it is offered them, you mult put it into the 
mouth violentlye, and compell them to ſwallowe it, for by and by after that, they are de- 
luered from their great hunger, and from their fayntinge, and are tayſed quicklye. For 
thus purpole ate good alſo the Antidotes, which are compounded of diuerſe ſweete o- 
doures ( as is ) eAromaricuns Roſarum, Diamber, Dianthon, d1ameſchi, Alipta moſchata , and 
ſuch other like, And if this diſeaſe chaunce to come in feuers ( buch is ſeeldome ſeene) 
and if it doethruſh in ſuddenly about the declination of fittes belonging to feauers , you 


may miniſtet me ate without teare. But if it chaunce inthe beginning of the augmentacion 
ot in the vigour and ſtrength of the feauer,the ficke mutt be retreſhed by the odotaments a- 
forc{aid, and ſpecially by thoſethings that haue corne in them, as is Polenta, wet with Wa-

DE CRY DITATE. 


Awxtrssx of the ſtomach or ill digeſtion, is, when as the meate is not all- 

together chaunged . The cauſes of it, is diſtempure in the ſtomach, in- 
flammacions, hardeneſſe, impoſtumes, and ſuch other like. Sometime the 

meates remaine raw and vndigeſted, although the ſtomach be not diſeaſed: 

| immoderate deyouring of meates and drinkes at one time, or 

57 5 the euil and vicious qualities of the meates them ſelues. Or through 
heating of them our of due time, or thorough inordinate takinge of them : or thorough 


lome 
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ſome viclouſe ſuperfluitie growing: or through ſhort ſleeping as Galene ſayth, libro tertio 
de (yrmpt omatum canſit capite prime. Ihe diuetſitie of cauſes be known partly by the tale of the S 
patient, and them that be about them: and parilye by certayne tokens, By the tale of the 
licke, and of them that be about him, you may knowe whether meates and drinckes haue 
bene taken icamoderately,or out of due ſealon, ot inordinately. Alſo you may knowofthem 
| the ſhoreneſle of ſlec ping: you may knowe if che meatestheir ſelues were of euill quali- 
| tics 2 bell inges and ſauours, like thinges toſted or burned, Fot in them that be 
and cholericke, the belkinges or cottuptions ſauous like meate roſted ot burned, But in 
them, that be of a colde nature and more fleugmatike, the corruptions are ſoure or ſnarpe. 
Like wiſe you mult iudge of exctementes that be get and colde , they cauſe ſourc 
corruptions, but thoſe that be hote and mixed with bittet choler, do cautc ſauour like 
burned me ate. Likewiſe iudge of the ſtomach beinge anie other wiſe euill at eaſe, for if 
| the diſeaſe be coulde, it cauſcth ſhape and ſoute permutations, but if it be hote, it cauſeth 
a burning ſauout. V Vhen perfect cruditie and tauneſſe is engendred without corruption, 
in ſuch tort , that the meates do remaine altogether euen as they were caten : by this you 
maye knowe that the ſlomach is ouercome, either thorough great quantitie of meates, or 
thorough vehement coulde taken in a hoe thirſt. Thecetore if you woulde not haue 
this ctuditie and cuill digeſtion, you mult beware of all the afote ſaid things (that is) that . rain. 
you neicher offende in the quantitie, not qualitie, nor order, nor due feaſon of the 
takinge of your mcate : and that you eate thole thinges onely , which you are able 
to digeſt, and not that, which appetite requireth. I hercfore you muſt eſpecially take 
diligent he ede to the meafure, and quantnic of your meate, and you multrefrane your ap- 
ite, and eate no more then your ſtrength is able to ſuſter. Alſo you muſt beware of cull 
order ( that is) that you do not firſt cate quinces, or poraegranates, or ſome ſuch like thing; 
and aſterw ard to eate pot herbes out of oyle of ſauce made with ſalted fiſh, ot other things 
which do ſoſten the bellie. Allo you mull clchewe cating out of due ſeaſon that is) that 
you do not eate before ſome moderate exerciſe, or before yeſterdayes meat be well diſcen- 
ded, and alio not before your accuſtomed houre. Alſo you mult eſche we all thinges that be 
hard by nature to digeſt: as is fleſhthat is hard by nature, that is, biefte and hartes fleſh, 
alſo eſche we all old fleſh. Alſo you mult beware of meates that be fatte, ot that de poudted 
in ſalt, and ſtale kept. Among pot-heatbes, thoſe that be veric hote, ot verie coulde, ot allo 
thoſe that engender wind, be hurttull. Eiche fiſhies, which are hard and dtied by long ke- 
ing. Alſo abſtaine from meates that be corrupt, ot that do ſtinke, or {mell ilfauouredlic, 
ke aine from {weete fruite, ot that, which doth engender windinefle, or that which is cor- 
rupt. Alſo eſchewe iunkets which be hard of digeſtion. Alfo you muſt eſche ue meates that 
be ſtraunge and vnaccultomed, and that haue the power of a medicine, as people vic to 
commixe in theit tattes and fine cakes, but you mult cate your meate in due time not gtee- 
dilie nor in gobbers,nor {wallow it not without chewing. Neither let your drinke interrupt 
and diſturbe your meate : for that doeth hinderthevnitinge and knittinge together ofthe 
meate: and cauſeth eche peece to ſwimme from other. After meate eaten, you muſt eſ- 
chewe vnequall and troubleouſe motions. Alſo eſchewe heate and coulde, for thole 
thinges do | wok the digeſtion of meate . But calefaction and chauting ofthe tides , and 
rubbinge ofthe ſeete do helpe digeſtion. And if there be heaninefle about the ſtomach, 
ſo that thorough it a certaine painefulneſſe bee ſpread thoroughout the whole bodice, 
then laye your hande beinge ſtretched foorth , yppan the mouth of your ſtomach, or 
plie to it a fleſhic infant, for as Gallen ſayeth, it is much better and more — 
then the heate which is procured by Fomentes, For which cauſe, ſome do laye lit- 
tle whelpes, while they teſt yppon ſtomach, which doeth encteaſe the aboundance 
of heate, th at digeſteth the meate. 3 mult procure ſleepe in the night equall and 


without diſturbaunce. For this: you to | ightand let your head bee

And if anic be harde to vomite by na- 
ture, and be ill diſpoſed to drinke couldethinges , in ame cauſe it is not inconuenient to 
give him a of pure coulde water to drincke, for the ſtomach beinge ened, 
x ſoone out thoſe thinges that ſticke in it, and ſendeth them downe to the lower 
Then the next daye let the ſicke be kept in quiet and teſt, and vic rubbinges of his 
, and chafing ofthe vntill the rumbling and windinefle breake out beneath, and 
vntill the belkinges do come footth with a gentler qualitie . And then it is good toriſe vp, 
that firſt the bellie may ſende out the corrupt thinges by ſeege, and afterwarde let the ſicke 
walke moderatcly, and let him be idle, becauſe ofthe — vapouts, which be aſcended 
into the head through corruption. Aſtet this he mult apply his minde to daylie buſineſſe 
without perturbation and indignation. Then againe the belſie mult be prouoked to a- 
uoide thoſe thinges that remaine yet. Afterwarde you muſt bidde him teſt, and you muſt 
powre vppon and nouriſhe the feere with warme water: and the face being waſhed with 
pure coulde water, let him reſt in his bedde , andprocure him to ſleepe by all meanes.

ginger and ſuch like ) muſt be giuen two houres before meate: but after meate you mutt ne- 
ver take them: for then there is diſperſed together with them ſome of the crude meates, and 
cauſeth obſtructions.

Of windineſſe of the flomach. 

DE INFLATIONE FENTRICYFLI. 
© He ſtomach is windie through the windinefle that is engendred in it. Win- 
i h fleugmaticke humours in the ſtomach, or 
meates into through want and debility of 
beate. For cold onely doth cauſe no windinefle , becauſe it can neitherexte- 

e nuate nor diſſolue meate. Vehement heate for the moſt part, ouercomming 
choſe things that it , it extenuateth and makerh thinne the meate, ſo that 
no vapour can engender thereof: vnleſſe it be eaſie to turne into v indes, of the owne 
nature. But the windineſſe that is ſo engendred is troublous and cloudie : and alſo it is but 
lietle, and endureth but a little while , ſo that at one belkinge or other it vaniſheth a- 
ar n that woorketh in the meates , if it be but of little force 
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them, thereof muſt needes engender windines , (as Galen teacheth lib, 30. de 6. 


70. They that are thus diſeaſed, haue ſtrete hing out and heauines of the ſome- . 
time ſwelling , and a certaine bowing out of the mouth of the ſtomach, and of the flomach 
ir ſelfe : alſo emptie belkings doe come, ſometimes lightening a litle , and a topping of 
che windines hich is wontto breake downeward . Allo this cuill ſometimes is all over 
the breaſt, and ſomerime behind, about the backbone and backe, and ruſheth among the 
jointes, and often it occupieth both places. Beſides theſe thinges there is vehement paine 
in drawing of breath e of the preſſing down togither of the midriffe, ſo that ſome do 
feele like as though they were choked. They are eaſed bythe meate going downewarde, 
and by windines breaking out either by belking,or by the bellie. Alſorumbling and noiſe 
is hard within. Therefore ifthe windines of the ſtomach be cauſed of flegmatique meates: c 
you muſt miniſter an extenuating diet, and ſuch medicines,as doe deuide and purge fleume, 
which we taught inthe firft chapter of this booke, But ifthe windines be engedred through 
want & weakenes ofheate, he mult yſe meates eaſie of digeſtion , and of good iuice. Alto 
you mult eate bur lirle : forfaſting is very good for this ditcaſe. After all the meate you muſt 
miniſter wine that is pure and vnwixed: but yet he muſt eſchue much drinke,as a re- 
nemie. Alſo let him eſche w fruite and eating of moiſt oyles . Alſo let him vſe hote bathes 
in great veſſels, for thoſe doe mitigate ſo often and diſſolac windines whereſocuer it be, and 
ptouoke ſleepe And when ſleepe commeth, it eaſeth the pacient much becauſe ir helpeth 
digeſtion maruclonſlie . And as for medicines, let them vſe this decoption. R. , 
munt er, wilde mates, chamopuil orig an, penirotall. ana... j. vorme wood. .A. G. ſeedes of an- Ded 
nyſe, apium , comin, daucus, parcely , fennell. ana.

The ſhare becom- 
met; hard and hath vehement paine, they haue detire to the ſtoole, as is wont in the diſeaſe 
called Texaſmus. The ordute that commeth foorth is thinne & hath no reſidence. Alſo ſome- 
time inflation follow, and the-womb is coſtiue the right gut being pteſſed togethet of the 
inſlam mation of the bladder. To them that haue this dileaſe, if nothing let it cut the veine of 
the hamme without any tarying, or dra; bloud ofthe ankles, Allo minitter to him a thinne 
kind of diet as ispreſcnibed in other inſſammmions. He mult alſo abſtaine from wine, & he 
mult vſe water , wherein a little cinnamon hath bene ſodden. Out wardly you muſt applic 
thoſe things, that haue power to ceaſe and mitigate paine, Therefore the place ofthe blad- 
der muft be houriſhed with oyle wherein hath bene ſodden dill, lincſeede , and ſomerime 
rewe 4d afthea. Medicines that be cold and reſtrictive mult altogethet be forbotn: and that 
chiefly bet zuſe the bladder is full of finews. For cold as Hyppocrates witneſſeth g. Aphoriſe28 
is an enemy to ſine vet. Moreover becauſe cold things do ſhut vp & bind, & ſo do ſtop the 
vrige ( «hich tung chauncing in this cuill by it ſelfe) i N it. And laſt of all becauſe 
cold things do prohibit and let that the humours cauſing inflammation , may be diſſolued, 
conſumed & digeſted, Therefore medicines meanely hote are rather to be applied, which 
haue vertue to ceaſe paine, to loſen the pipe and paſſige of the vrine , and to diffolue the in- 
flammation. Alſu let the guts be waſhed with ſoft & eaſie cliſtets, and after the dong is com 
Perth, caſſ in oyle of dill, ot ſuch like thing to caſe and ceaſe the paine.

Tx 1 fluor, in Latine, fluxe of the matrice in Engliſh, is a continuall diſtilla- 
tion, and flowing out for a long time, of the whole bodie þpurging it ſelte. 
That which is voided out, doth repreſent ſuch forme and colour 

mour that doth abound in the bodie. For tome is ted, as blood putrified, or 
attre : ſome white, which commeth of fleume, ſome is pale, which ſigniſi- 
eth choler: and ſome is waterie which is, of a wheyeiſh matter. And if pure blood come 
forth, as in the cutting of a veine, you muſt take good heede, chat ſome etoſion and gnaw- 
ing be not engendred in the wombe . By theſe gnes following the fluxe is knowen . The ;; 
places are continually moyſt with the humours , being diuerſe in colourſe , The patient is 
ll coloured, ſhe ſ no meate but abhorreth it, in walking ſhee breatheth difficult - 
ly her eyes be ſwollen, ſometime with paine , and ſometime withour paine, or with exul- 
ceration or without it, and either with an inflammation , that is with the vicer, or elſe it 
is filthie ot pute. The diverfitie of cauſes you may knowe by the colour of that that flow-

eth furth as is aforeſaide. And if a woman be vexed with a ted fluxe, in the beginning , if cave . 
age and other things will ſufferit , you mult come to letting of blood. For many incom- . 


modities would follow , if you ſhould firſt goe about to repreſſe and ſtoppe the rage and 
violence of the blood that floweth , as the drophie , vice of the finowes, or of the mouth 
ofthe ſtomach, ot of the head. You may part the times of your blood letting, as you doe 
in them, that ſpit blood, ſo that thereby the auetſion and turning away of the blood may 
be the longer a litle .

They that ate vexed with this diſeaſe, when the tit is nigh,there followert 
he auies of mince , ſiou nes, weaknes of the legges, palenesof and a ſorou full counte- 
naunce. But whea the ſuftocation and ittangluig is now preſent there followeth diipofitis 
to fleepe,dowing,a withholding ofthe infiruments of the ſences, the voice doth wax domb, 
& the le arc drau en vp togeather, Ihe mom are ſmall and weake , Alſo oſtentimes 
they are aiher {topped . Alſo in many the breath chat ſhould come out at the mouth 
& noſethrils,is ſtopped altogither,& yet that which is ia the arteries, doch remaine ſtil. Whe 
the cuill doth cealc, the bals of the cheekes begin to wax ted, and the eyes be lifted vp and 
opened. Allo a certaine humiduie and moiſtnes, chat one may by feeling percciue to runne 
out ofthe w ombe of women, & the bowels do make a noiſe: and alſo the wombe it ſelſe is a 
lite looſened, & forheir mind,ſeaces,and mouing commethto them againe. This diſeaſe 
commeth by courtcs at certaine times as the falling ſicknes doth:& that chaunceth whe the 
mwatrice(3s is afor{aid)is filled with ſeed, ot with ſome other mater that putriſieth & rotterh, 
init, When the wombe it ſelſe is Gifeated with the quantitie & qualicie of any thing then 
mẽſtruis, ot lee de, or other kinde of, yupromaces are engendred. It :hat which is able to coole 
the vw hole body, do cauſe this diſt aſe, he is lo vchemẽtly cooled, that both breathing 
& arteries beating. c ãnot be pete ctued by the ſences, Which humot /i it be euer groſſe ot 
ſnu p, it c auſeth cc uulſions & cramps:but if it haue the nature of the melancholie, it cauſcth 
ſorrow & ſadnes, & defe chon of the minde,refrigeration,& paine of the ſtomach. This kind 
of diſeaſe engendreth in all ſeaſons, but ſpectrally in winter & Autumne, & moſt commonly 
yong folke, and ſuch as be prone toleacherie, & barren , ſpecially ifthey be made ſo by me- 
dicines be moſt taken with this diſeaſe .

cially to them that be olde. Oftentimes the womb falleth out, through the lowing downe 
of an humour much in quantitie and clammie. It falleth out molt commonly by t. e mouth 
of it, and that which falleth out, is like to the of an oltrich, diffe ting only in that, that 
u is bigger, ot leſſe in quantitie. There us no of manic ſignes, becaule the diuetſitie of 
cauſes may partly be knowen by the conſtitution and ſtate of the bodie, and parily alſo by 
the telling of the ſicke, and them that be with them dayly : when this diſeaſe is but newly 
begunne, you mult endeuour to put vp the wombe againe, and to teſtote him into his owne 
place, fot in the beginning it will be obedient to be put vp teadily, and being in his owne 
place, it wili tarie ſo ſtill, ſpecially it age agree vnto it.

AF n all the matrice, & in feeling it is almoſtlike a ſtone. Galen in li. i 4.cher aver, 
WW defineth A la tobe a peece of fleſh without ſhape, This diſei ſe is cauſed of 
CSS womans ſeede, & much menſtruous bloud flowing into tbe mattice, & there 
kept, recayaed and ſtopped, which immoderate heate doch ioyne togethet, and chaungeth 
it into the forme and faſhion of fleſh. There ſolloweth this curl, a hard fivclling, with con- 
traction and drawing vp ofthe ſides, ſlenderneſſe of the bodie,-uill colour, loſſe of appetite, 
and ſuppreſſion of the menſtruis. Alfo in this euill rhe pappes do fiwell, ſo that at the firſt t 
cauſeth ſome to ſuſpect that the woman is conceaued with child, but in proceſſe of time it 
may be diſcerned. For paine followeth the Mola, cauſing pricking, neither is there any wo- 
ving perceaued in this diſeaſe, as is in conception. Many of them do make a ſuſpection of 
the dropſie, but yer there is a difference berweene them two: becauſe the i elling is hard, 
and doth not giue place tothe thruſting of the hand ar finger. as the dropſie doth, nor ma- 
keth a noiſe as the timpanie doth. But yer often in proceſſe of time, the liucr is cooled and 
the dropſie ingendteth. This euill for the moſt part is incurable, except remedies be applied 
inthe beginning. But howſocuer it chaunceth, the cure may not be neglected, but you muſt 
apply an miniſter all things that ſeeme to be good for it. But firſt of all you muſt giue her 
meatesthat ingender good iuyce, and let hervſe moderate drinking of wine. Lex not the 
woman vſc — mouing, for chat will cauſe the fluxe to the diſeaſe, but let her vc ge- 
ſtations, and caryings,and deambulations and barhes,& in her lying let her feere be higheſt 
In the meane ſeaſon if fulneſſe be preſent, you muſt cut a veine ofthe arme, and then you 
muſt purge her by pilale fætide.

SELL not appearing tothe ſenſes, There followerh thus euill, ſwelling of the bot- 
tome ofthe bellie, with hardneſſe and paine that pticketh, which goeth yp tothe midriffe 
and the ftomach : and yet neuertheleſſe it is ſtretched out on both ſides, ſometime to the 
ſhare, & ſomtime the paine is in the loynes, & at the nauell, to whom alſo the head agreeth, 
Alio times wind breaketh out of the ptiuities that the ſicke may feele it. If therefore 
windinefle be gathered in the hollow neſſe of the matrice, there is hard a certaine rombling 
and noite in the bodie, ſuch as chaunceth to the guttes, which are vexed with gripings, allo 
if you beate your fingers of it, it maketh a noite like a timpanie, But when the windinefle is 
contained in the thinne and ſlender paſſages of the matrice, then they are vexed with more 
vehemeat paine, and harder to cure.

ofthe wombe do followe, as headach, and ſpecially of the 
lnewes inthe necke, and of the rootes ofthe eyes, is felce

humour is little in quantitie, bloudy or dredgie with great paine. Ifthe vicer be foule and 
filthie, the humour comemeth out in more aboundance, and is matter with lefle griefe, If che 


vlcer doeth eate and ſerde, the humour is ſtinking, blacke, and with vehement paine.

this diſeaſe you mult vice mollifying medicines, as is mallowes , a/rhea melts, fenugreeke, 
line ſeede e, bdeliarm, tot in, greace, and ſuch! ke, of the which you may make ce- 
rotes, emplaiſters, & all kind of outward medicines, And if the cuill be waxed old, you muſt 
vſe ſuffumigations, aud cuagegations made of aromatique things. And when the places do

conceaue, that haue their matrice either hote and fiery, or cold and moiſt, ot ſoule, filthy & 

drie. For{as Hippocrates faith) g. Apho. 62.the ſeede is cotrupted ot quenched in fuch. Alſo 
women that be very groſſe and fat, do not conceaue (as Fhppocrares witneſſeth. 5. Ab. 46. 
Morcouer women that be leane & ſlendet do not conceaue. ot if they do conceaue, they do 

lutter abotſion ſtraight way, which alſo Hyppocrares winefleth. 3. Ay. 44. Alto ſome do 

not conceaue, becauſe their wombe is weake or ſtraight or ſhort : or becauſe the veſſels of 

it be ttappedor ſhut vp, or blinded and covered by reaſon of a ſcarre, or becauſe the necke 

of the womb is drawn crooked,or becauſe the mouth ofthe matrice is to ſtreight or to wide 
open. Allo vn willing carnall e on forthe moſt part is vaine and darren : for loue cau- 
lech conception, and theretore louing women do conceaue often, Alſo age to or to 
little, docth let conception.

The tignes whereby the diuerſitie of cauſes be 
Signa. know abe theſe, The hote diſtempure ot a man is eaſily known by the abundance of haires, 
Heer AH {pecially blacke haires ypon the genitalles, andthe places adioyning , from aboue vnto the 
mudde thighes. Allo thus diftemperature is laſciuious and readie to carnall luſt, but it is 
Cot rempera- bone ſatiate and filled. A tament that is to cold, is declared by the partes being a- 
at.  . boutthe ſtones being bald and without haite. Allo they that be of this temperature, be not 
dctuous and to carnall luſt, Heate of the mattice is known bythe heate inthe teſt of 
the body, & becauſe fewe menſtruis are ſent out and that with paine, fo that ſometime the 
womans pruitics are exulcerate with it, & that which is ſent out, is blackiſh, Alſo there fol- 
loweth this temperature, an inſtincton ot tickling to lecherie, and drineſſe ofthe whole bo» 
die.

Non x trauaileinchild birth doth chance either through default of the parent, N 
child,or of the ſomoutwardcauſe.Of — 
rent if he be groſe & far & faint harted, & vnſkilfull of paine, or if the whole 
matrice be ſmall, or if there be inflammation ofthe whole womb, or of ſome 
part of it, ot that it be vexed with ſome other diſcaſes , ot if ſhe be

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weake , ſothat ſhe can not driue out the child: or ifthat ſhe do labour before her time. , 
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there, by reaſon ofa bile or vlcer going before, But default of the childe is, i it be of an 
ynaccuttomed ot {mall and of a little weight, ot i ithath a great head, or ifit 
be monſttouſe, as having two heades, ot three feete, ot ifit be dead, and ſo doeth not la- 
bour to come tooth, ot it it ſwell, or being alive, ift be weake, ſo that it can not ptoc eede 
forth: or ii they be two ot mo, and do all ruth ſodainly togither into the necke of the ma- 
trice, ot if the child be faſhioned conttarie to nature, For the naturall forme of a child com- 
ming foerth is, firſt with his head, (his hands being tfrertched out vpon the thighes ) & with 
his head declining to the neither parts, but firai directed to the mouth ot the matrice. 
the belt forme tn comming foorth, next vnto this, is, firſt with his ſeete, hauing the hands 
ſtretched yppon both the thighes, and ſo deſcending ſtraight yp, All other formes in com- 
ming foorth, except theſe two, are conttatie and abhorring to nature. The trauaile is made 
difhcule the Secundine i if t be not pulled away, becauſe ofthe groſſneſſe or thick- 
nefle ofit, ot i breake before it ſhould do, becauſe ot the thinneſſe of it. For then, the hu- 
moure that is gathered together in the matrice, is ſent out before the convenient time. 
Therfore the priuities be without moiſture , and be drie at the time of the trauaile, when 
moyſtneſſe were neceſſarie, which ſhould make a ſlipperie, & eafie, going out of the child, 
and ſo through drineſſe, the childe ſlideth out hardly. Alſo dificultic inchilde-birthis en- 
gendred of outward cauſes: as ofcolde, which thickeneth the mattice, and maketh the 
paſſages ſtraighter, ot through a great heate, which diſſolueth and weakederh the ſtrength. 
But out wat de cauſcs ate know en by the telling of the pacient, ot of them that ſitte by ha 
Weakeneſſe of the woman that labouteth. as fatneſſe may be knowen by the ſtate of the 
bodie. Alſo by diſcaſes, that ſhee hath had before, you may readily come to the knowledge 
of weakeneſle, and of many other euilles. Weakeneſſe of the childe is knowen b feeble 
and lowe moving of it. Which ifit be dead, it moueth not, and there is coldneſſe of the 
belly, and great paine about the nauell. Allo a ſtinking breath is breathed out, & a nau hey + 
colour of the face. Grearnefle of the childe may be coniectured by the conflitution of the 
parentes bod e. and by greatnefle ot the womans belly. Groſſeneiſe and thickeneſſe of the 
ſecundine may be gathered & knownthus : if none ofthe aforeſaid ſignes be preſent, and 
the woman ſtrong and luſty, and the child moueth quickly and eaſily.

And if the head or foote, be ſent our firit. you 
may not drawe out the childe taking holde by that member : but put yGur fingers to the

Allo lometime — 
lations and walkings, and ſuppteſſion or ſtopping ofthe hemmorhides,& cuſtome of vonu- 
ung being omitted, & purgation of menſtruis, or alſo other tamiliar, & accuſtomed empry- 
ings being impedited & neglecting of exerciſes. For ech of theſe do ingender a- 
dundance of ike humours. There goeth before ibis euill ſomtime paine ot the muſ- 
cles that be nigh vnto it, and ſpecially ofthe loynes, ſonutime the beginning is in the buckle 
boae it {elfe, Alto ſomume it chanceth(that the paine of the buckle being takt away) 
there temameth griefe only about the hammes: & to ſome about the ankles,bur in ſome all 
the leg i equally vexed with paine, Alſoin many, there is paine about the priuy members,

There is wont to goe this diſeaſe, great cares, and wrath 
watchinges, and werines , and a diet, that was apt to engender choler, The age, complex - 
tion, and time of the yeare, that is hote and drie, be apr to cauſe this cholericke fluxe , And 
che humour, that flo weth into the ioyntes be matick, the f — . will giue place to eg · 
the thruſting of the finger, and it is looſe and moderate. The coler of the aff}. neche mae, 
ded, is white, Olde age is moſt afflicted with this humour, and a complerion colde and 
moylt, and it chaunceth in the winter time. His vrine is thinne and waterie , There vent © 
before it idlenes, reaſt, and a diet that engendrerh ſſegmaticke humours. If it be fake fle ame, 
great ich, and gna wing, or byting doth trouble the diſeaſed members , I the fluxetorhe 
toynees be of melancholie, which chaunceth but ſeldome, che colour of the ſwelling is blac- r e- 
kiſh. The age, which doth moſt engender this flute, is the declination of middle age. Al- Ys ow 
ſo the complexion is colde and drie, and the time of the yeate, harveſt , a countrie that is 
colde and drie, and like ſtate of the aire , and a diet that engendreth melancholie. When 
the humour that Nowerh into the ioyntes, u bloud, by and by you muſt let bloud,not once 4 51.4 
onely, but often taking it a vaie by little and little: for if you doe omit bloudletting, and do g 
vie repercuſſiue medicines, you ſhall be an authour of great euill. Fot the bloud being dri- 
ven bac ke from the vnnoble members , it ruſheth vp to the principall members, and that \ 
be neceſſatie to life , Therefore in fluxes of bloud , letting of bloud is verie neceſſatie, ſpe- 
cially in them that abound with bloud . You mutt cut a veyne in the atme beneath, tight 
againſt the legge that is vexed with the flure. And if the right hande be ve ted with paine 
ot this diſeaſe, cut a veine in the right legge, about the hamme, ot the ankle, ot the (ole of 
the feete: for a veine being cut right igainſt the member that is aſſſi ed is of great effica- 
cie and ſtrength. Then ſpecially muſt bloudletting be vied, when this euill be ginneth firſt 
to invade any man. For they that be vexed often with this fluxe of bloud, doe feele more 
hurte, then helpe of blaudlerring , ſpecially i their bodie be weake and colde. After bloud 4 
letting, you muſt applie remeadies to the agrieued member,which doe neithet coole gteat- 
ly, leaſt they ſhould drive togeather, and thicken the humours, not heat vehemently, leaſt 
they ſhould draw mo humours ynto the diſeaſed membre. Therefore you muſt ſprinckle 
the grieued place with olde vinegre, ard oyle of roles mixed togeather, ſpecially if the 
caulc of the paine doe ſeeme to be deepe within . Forvinegre of luis owne rthinnes, 
going into the deapth, maketh a readie way forthe oyle of roſes , which naturally can eaſe 
paines , But if the paine be aloft, nighthe skinne , you ſhall belpe it gearly with oyle and 
wine, *ppiying it in ſommer warme, in winter hote. Afterwarde alto you muſt vie cata- 1 
plaſmes, which can eaſe, and ceale paine, without any prouoking of flies, made of the 4 — 
meale of fenugrecke, bareley, beanes, lupynes, chammomill and ſuch like: and you muſt 
ſee that thoſe thinges be cuer hote, which may well be, = be continually chaunged, 
and covered ouer alofte with woll. Alſo this medicine profiterh not a little. R. goates 
milcke. 3. v. the yolkes of twoegges, oyle of roſes. 5. j. fafron. 3. 8. crummes of bread as 
much as is ſufficient , that it may haue the forme of a cataplaſme ftampe theſe , till they be 
well commixed togeather, and then apply thereof to the member that is grieued. Alſo you 
may make an emplaiſter or cerote of oyle of roſes, vinegre, roten, waxe, albu, gumme 
ammoniacke, franckenſence , ſaffron and ſuch like. You muſt give him meates, which do a 
extenuate, and that do nouriſh but little, as be potherbes. Let him abſtame aſtogeathet — 
from fleſh, except it be birdes of mountaines, Let him vſe fiſhes that breede in Nonie wa. 
ters, Wine if the intemperaunce ofthe ficke may ſuffer it, muſt altogeather be taken away: 
for it is almoſt the onely reaſon , whereby health ſhoulde follow : which, ſeeing among 2 
thouſand, ſcarce one doth obſerue , it is notqnaruaile ,though there be verie few which bee. 
delivered from this diſeaſe at theſe dayes. In ſteede — erkim vie water, wherein cig. 7 
namome, annyle ſeedes, ot ſuch like hath bene ſodden : or that drincke, which ts call — weſe 
foliſhly now adaycs yporras: the making whereof you may finde before inthe chapter ot 
Palley, Let the ſicke diligently auoidefruite and carnall luſt. Alſo he oughtto a 
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ſoluble bellic alwayes, that can auoide out the ordure readily alone : which , if it doe not 
well, waſh ix with ſomecaſic clyſter. It through flowing of choler,the diſeaſe ia the ioiars 
be cauſed, then your labour mult be to voide and purge out the humour that doth vexe the

fore, of gotes milcke, crummes of bread, ſaffron, and yolkes of , With the which, you 
muſt commize poppic ſeedes.

Allo, for the ſame purpole, leaues of hewblocke and henbane doe profit, being applyed 
and laide on. But, you mult note, and take heade, that, when you be compelled to vie thu- 
pefactwue thinges in ſetuent, and vehement paynes, that afterwarde you doe recreate and 
nounſh thoſe members by ſuch thinges , as heate. For vnleſſe you doe ſo, you thall 
make thoſe members e e, and intemperanc, and ſothey ſhall be ſubiect to a perpotuall 
fluxe , and ſhall ſone catch hurte in theit ations . Heating medicines be origan, ſauotie, 
muſtardſeede pepper 
tiog and rubbing of the bodie : but ſo, that you touch not the aggreued member, Morco-

Vie boudletting,when the is 
infeted with melancholie , And vie purgations, when the patient declineth to melan- 
cholic : but if both theſe abounde togeather , it is not ſufficient for you to vie one of the a- 
forclaide thinges . But firſt, cut a veine , and then vſe a purging medicine: which thing 
you mult alſo doc in other cuills that haue neede of dowble purging, In the beginning of 
the dileaſe, and in the vetie time of emptying and purging, you muſt vſe ſuch thinges as 
caa tepteſle, ſtoppe, and alſo heate ſenſibly. Aſter purging, vſe thoſe thinges that can 
entlic heate, attenuate and diſſolue or diſcuſſe, as is afore taught. But becauic knobbes, 
and harde ſwellinges doe engender afterward in the ioyntes, al well, becaute ofthe groſſe- 
nes ,andearthic hardnes of che humour that ha h flowed thither , 2s alſo through the vſing 
ol immoderate diſcuſſiue, and drying medicines, without mixing of ſuch with them, as 
haue a mollyſiyng vertue. Theretore to take thoſe knobbes away, you mult vic thoſe 
medicines, which be declared of vs before inthe chapter of hardnes of the ſpleene. Bur 
ſpecially vetie e and ſharpe cheeſe, brayed inthe decoction of verie fatte, and olde 
{wyncs fleſhe, is good to be applyed . Alſo, tor this euill, figges braied, and laid on, are 
good, Allo Althea, twyſe ſodden, gates, nettles, briony roote, * rootes, Gill, ſothetn- 
woode , maieweede , horchounde leaues , mixed with pitch, ſulphur and wine. Alſo you 
malt commixe fatte, and greaces of {wine goates, caltes, and geeſe . Alſo all marowes

and other thinges , that haue vertue to mollihe and ſoften. Andalſo bathinges , aſter the 2 


inflammation is ceaſed, is moſt commodious, and profitable to all that haue the goute. 
Whule they waſhthea) , put ſponges wet in vinegte, and ſalt mixt togeather, round about 
the diſc aſed places, that they may remaine ſafe from humours flowing to it. They muſt 
vaſhe them ſelſes, not once onely, but often, in an ayre that is altogeather meane and 
moderate, But they may not taric long in hote water, It u beaſt therefore, that they be 
ſprinckled, & wet with hote water, poured on them. Alto it is profitable, that all the bo- 
dic be rubbed with drie linnen cloathes. Moteouer, they that be cured of the goute, ſtiall 
defend them ſelues afterwgrde ſtom it, by this meanes. Firſt, rite in a yeare, that is, at 
ſpring time and autumne, if nothing doe let it, let him bloude largely. Al ſo about thoſe 
times , and oftener, let him vſe purging medicines. Alſo it is neceſſarie for him to eate li- 
tle meate, and to abſtaine from fulnes. Allo you mult vſe meates that be eaſie of digeſtion, 
and which readily be diſtributed into the meinbers ot the bodie and be without excre- 
mentes, Let him abſtaine altogeathet from wine, ot let him vſe it verie ſcarely. Let him 
vic exerciſe vetie often , and that before meate : for labour (as Hippocrates ſayth) muſt go 
betore meate , And to conclude, they, thatdefire tobe tree from the goute, let him te- 
member this ſhorte , and molt holſome precept of Hypocrates : the wayto helpe and pte- 
ſcruc health, is not to be filled with meates , and to be vnſlouthfull in — . Alfoler 
his ſleepes, and venerous actes be in ameane. As for remeadies in this caſe, let ſalt 
be brayed (mall in oyle, and the ioymees rubbed therewith, for it helpeth 
greatly all thote , that will be free from thiseuill , except they be 
ot a wonderfull dtie temperature. And he muſt » 
noynting with that, motuing, and cuening 
all cke dayes of his life

be three kindes of ſimple feavers , For if immoderate heate be kindledinthe ſpitites, and 
ure of mans body. it is called in the Greeke, Ephimera, and in Larine Daria febris, and in 
— jt Engliſhicmay be called one day ſeauer. This feauer is like to hote ayre or winde, inclu- 
N ded in a bladdet ot bottle 1 as the aire heateth the bottle, that it is in, euen ſo, the 
ſpirues of a mans bodie, being heat more then they ſhould be, doe heate all the whole bo- 

die. There chaunceth in this Kinde of feauer , but one fitte, and forthe moſt part it endu-

Ofthe aforeſaide feauers, ſome be 7pice, '{ that 

is certaine and ordinate: and ſome be, eryatice, (that is) vncertaine aud vnotdinate. 7 y- 

pice be ſuch feauers , whoſe firtes and ſlakinges from them doe con e iuftly at their appoin- 

ted time. Errericeare ſuch feauers as be contrarie to theſe, for they keepe no cettaine and 

iuſt time, nor any order of fictes , not the intermiſſion betweene them, as be thoſe feauers, 

which engender of melancholie , which is moued in cetaine members , and in ſome it te- 

maineth vnmoueable, in other members it putriſieth, orbegianerh to boyle. Hitherto we 


haue rehcarſed the kindes of ſunple feauers : it remaineth therefore,that we declare bricflic

Complicatis 
as Galen wit neſſeth) is when the feaucrs inuade the patient at diverſe houres , And con- 
is, when they begine at one time , There be ſoure complications or ioyning toge - 
cher of the feauer Tertian and Quotidian { as Galene witneſſeth.) One, when a Tertian 72 moe 
and Quotidian are mixed togeather being both intermittig feauers. Another is, when an , Twi, 
intermitting Tertian is ioyned with a continuall Quotidian, Thus is called by a peculiar 
name of the greekes Hemierivens , becauſe all his nature hath the halfe parte Feck of Hei. 
the ſayde feaucrs. Thethirde is when an intermitting Quotidian is mixed with a conti- 
nuall Tertian. The fourth is when a con: inuall Quotidian is ioyned with a continuall 
tertian . To be ſhorte, feauers of one kindeare complicate and ioyned with ſeauets of the 
ſame kinde , as continuall with continuall, and intermitting with intermiting feauers, and 
tercians with other tertians, and one quartaine with an other quartaine . Aiſoit chaunceth 
many times, that feaucrs of diucrſe kinds are coupled togeather as quotidians with tertians 
and each of them with quartaines, and ſometime internicting feauers are mixed with con- 
tinuall feauers. Moreover after the ſame ſotte, feauers which are engendred withinflam- 
mation of ſo ne members, are ſometime mixed togeather , as if diuetſe members doe ech 
of them kindle a feauer, proper to them ſelues, or the affection, where they engender 
be mixed. Seeing therefore, that feauers are compounded and wixed many ſundrie 
wayes: firſt the kindes of ſimple feauers muſt be with great diligence perfectly learned of 
them, that ſtudie Phiſicke: for vnleſſe they know them verie pertectly, it can not be that e- 
uer they ſhould know well compound feauers. Therefore ſeing the knowledge of them is 
vetie harde,in ſo much that often times cunning Phiſitions are deceiued in iudging of them: 
mult ſeeke the ſignes and tokens, whereby you may know them, diligently out of Ga- 
ne, who hath a thing more exactly then any man. We, to helpe the memoric of © 
the ſtudious haue comprehended all the kindes of ſumple feauers in this table following,

Their eyes ae redder, and ſom- 
time the veynes in theit eyes temples and foreheade, and in alltheir whole face are ſttet - 
ched and puffed vppe. They, that haue this teauer through colde, they are taken with 8, er of +4 
heauie diſtillations, and reumes , becaule colde bindeth, and withholdeth and keepeth 
the fumous excrementes within the skinne . Morcouer the skinne is leſſe hote, and all the 
bodie ſheweth to haue a greater moiſtute, becaute the womed fluxe is reftrarified and ſtop- 

through colde . Morcouer there is no filthinefle in the face forthe fame caule. They 
which haue this feauer cauſed of wearines, their skinne is made drier, then it is in o- Sinner «/ 2c 
ther diaries , becauſe exetciſe drieth vppe the bodie, and drawerh out the moyſture of t: 
alſo their pulſes be vnlike : for *. haue vſed great exerciſes, and be wearied aboue 
meaſure, they haue {mall pulſes, becauſe of uybecilline and weakeneſſe of firen oth , but 
they that haue vſed but (mall labours, their pulſes be great, becauſe their ftrenguly is not 
deminiſhed yet. They which be taken ita a Dit teaucr through dronckennes or hun- Ce of & 7; 
gre, they neede no ſignes ro knowe the cauſe, tor tuch caulesmay be knowen by telling of h > £4 
the ſicke. They which haue this feauer through kernels, ſwellings, orimpoltumations a- £7 __ 
bout the throte or mouth, ot otherwhere:they haue verte great puiles, & becaule ofthe ſe- PG 
uerous heate, they be ſwift & often, Alſo there is equallitie of their pulſes becauſe the in- . 
ſtrument of mouing is not letted neither by obltruction , nor through aboundaunce ofhu- 
mours, not of (harpe vapours, nor by prethag togeather , vnleſſe the wflammation be verie 
great. Their face is altogeatet red and twollen , becaule ot the aboundaunce of heat. And 
their vrine appeateth pale, becauſe the choler that ſhould colour the vtine is tranferred to 
the botch ot unpoitumaris, The cure of all diane feauers is brought to ꝑaſſe by diet, whole 
chiefe point in all diaries that be ſimple conſiſt in this: that you minifter vnto them mentes 
that engender good hu mouts, and that be eaſie of digeſtion and apt to be diſtributed about 
the bodie. Giue vato themthat are burnce in the Sunne, and to them that be angred, 2 
diet which doth coole and moilte . And vnto them, that are colde, giue a diet that nouriſh. 
eth leſſe, and that doch heate moderately. Againſt watchinges ot ſadnes, or conſuming 
with ouer much care , vie a diet which can boch moiſten and prouoke ſleepe, that it may 
deliver them from the drines that thoſe cuills haue cauled, and alſo that it may recreate & 
refreſhtheir ſttength. They chit haue a feuer of weatines, you multallowe them to cate 
almuch meate, asthey can digeſt: for you muſt alwaies etc cruditic and rawnes of 
the ſtomache. Fot the ſubitaunce of the bodie being diſſolued and diſperſed with labour, 
mult be repaired with much meate, being eaſie of digeltion . You mult meaſure the quã- 
titie of taking of meate bythe patientes ſtrength, age, naturall remperament, and cu- 
ſtome of the licke . — time of the yeare the region, and ſuch other like, 
But choſe, whole ature of the bodie is veric hote and dtie, thoſe you muſt feede 
with meate by and by at the firſt beginning of the fitte.

aboundaunce of ſpirites is ſpent and conſumed in them, which wine will eaſely and quick- 
ly teſtœe in them againe . But to thole chat haue headach, wheather they haue watched, 
or be ſeauetous by any other occaſion, they mult refraine from vine, bec auſe it pearcerh 
the head quickly . And they that haue this teauer engendred of great anger and furic , vn- 
lefie they be altogeather quiet from that perturbation , they may haue no wine giuen to 
them, forthe ſpirnes , and is maruelouſlic chafed, and boilech ſore , Alſo you muſt 
drive from wine thoſe that be ſeauetous, through the ſwelling of botches or kernelles in 
the throte vntill it be looſened: nor, that it is ſo vnptoſitable for the ſeauer, but that it hin- 
dcreth the cure of the botch.. Fot it e ncreaſeth the flowing of the humours into the gree- 
ued place, and ſo cauſeth inflammation, and thereby augmenteth the feauer , You muſt 
cure all imple feauers that be diaries (as Galen witneſſeth) with bathes, Therefore who. 
ſocuet hath this feauer, in the declination of the firlt ſute, you mult bring them into a 
bach. Bur yet all may not be bathed alike, nor all muſt vſe the ſame partes of a bathe, 
For they that haue this feauer cauſed of botches, or impoſtumations they may _ 
tablie taric in the aire or fume of the bathe, becaule it both rarcficth and maketh thinne 
the skinne and alſo it prouoketh and enticeth ſwette out of the bodie. Neither doeth it 
burte thoſe patientes with drines, as it would do thoſe, that haue this feauer engendred of 
werines, watchinges, cares, and other bations of che minde , For ſecing their body is 
dried vp altogeather by thoſe cauſes, they muſt be kept from the aire of the — lealt it 
augment their griefe , Therefor ſuch may tatie the longer in a bath of ſweere water bein 
made hote, that through the moyſture of it, they may recover the humidine that is loſt, 
and is decayed in them. Afterwarde ſoſte handes muſt rubbe them gentlie, with plen- 
tie of warme oyles, wherein there is no manner of teſtriction or binding. For this fri- 
ction and rubbing doeth moyſten, looſen, and ſoften the harde and fle ſſue partes, and 
it diſſolueth and difperteth thoſe things which are conteyned in the poores and conduites 
ofthe bodie . They that haue this feauer cauſed through burning of the Sunne, you muſt 
cute them by and by in the beginning with cooling, and with many bathinges ot ſweere 
water, and onely with 3 alittle oyle withour friction or rubbing of it, fat it rai- 
leth heate , Thinges that doe coole the heade being applyed to it, be oyle of roſes, 
and of vntipe olives, and other which be rehearſed in libto primo. Theſe being firſt made 
col de, and then tecemed with wooll , and holden vppe alofie, you muſt prefle it with 
your hande , end let n downe vpon the foreparte of the heade, and that continu- 
ally, while the feauer doeth decline: then afterwarde bring the ſicke into a bathe. If 
any petſon haue this feauer through colde he muſt alſo be brought to a bathe in the te- 
mien of his fitre, and his head muſt be nouriſhed both before and after the bathin 
with oylc of yreo; and alem nad, and ſuch like, For they that haue a feauet —. 
this cauſe, — neede of medicines that can heate, and remoue conſtipation and byn- 
ding. They chat labour of a Di feaucr through hunger, in the inclination of the 
ficte, you mult bring them ſtraight ynto a bathe, and pouring vppon them much iweete 
oyle warmed, rubbe them ſof lie, and you muſt keepe them longe in the water of the 
arme bathe , that the drienes, which hunger hath canted in the bodice, m 
be cotrected and amended by the oyle and the bath. When they be come out of the b 
muſt recreate and refreſh the ſtrength with convenient meares, & then you muſt bring 
them againe to a bath, and when they come out againe, ( the perturbation with their ba- 
thing being ceaſed /) you mult giue them hote water todrincke,and by and by you muſteni- 
niſter iuice ofpriſan , and ſometime they may take luttuſe, and they may eate fiſhesraken 
out of graucllie places, & being light meate ſodden in a whyre broath, which, what it was 
in old time, Galen ſhewethin lib. 4. de ſanitate tnenda. If the feauer Diaria doe chaunce 
cruditic or rawnes of the ſtomach : you mult firſt conſider, hither the wombe be 
ſ ot elſe coſtiue . If it be ſoluble , and thoſe things only which be cotrupt, do ſeeme 
to void furth , then you muſt waſh him and nouriſh him inthe remiſſion of the feauer. But 
not vnle ſſe firſt you diligently behold and foreſee all thinges chauncing to the Stomache. 
For if ſuch aboundaunt emptying hath bene alreadie , or doth nowe continue, ſo that, the 
vertue and ftrengrh of the ſick is wearied,it is better to giue him meate, and waſh — — 
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togither. Zut you muſt diligently behold firſt thoſe things that be about the ſtomach. You 

mult vſe about the ſicke, if the emptying do endure no longer , irrigations and ſprinklinges 

of the ſtomach with oyle and wormewood and other things which are rehearſed before in 

the third Booke in the Chapter of weakenefle ofthe ſtomach, Butthole thinges that be ap- Nye. 
to the llomach, let them be well heat. For thoſe things — tlondinants, 

do diſſolue and looſen the ſtrength ofthe ſtomach. If the belly be altogethet coſtive, han- 

dle, and feele the ſides, and then the whole belly, & conſider, whether the meate is diſcen- 

ded into the ſmall guts, or into the colon. And it the meate abide yet ſtill in the ſtomach, let 

the ſick drink much warme water, & put his finger or a fether down into his throte,and vo- 

mite vp all that vexeth and troubleth him. Then you mutt foment and nouriſh his hypochõ- 

ders and fides, and let him reſt. But when the foode is deſcended alreadic into the bowells, 

muſt bid them lye with their face and ſtomach downward, and you mutt nouriſh the 

ly & provoke ſleepe: for thatdigetterh cruditie maruelouſlic.

Stronger thinges be yrees, toote of hau, and anftolochia, and mia, which is of a 
meane commixtion, but that n {courcth moſt of all, that is pute, whichis when there is 
but a little water mixed with the hony, ſo chat the melted hony may eaſily enter into the 
{ſmall pores of the ſkinne, Stronger ſcourersthen theſe , be the froth of ſalt Peter, the 
ſalt Peter it ſelſe, and then aphonurrans, ſope is one of them that is able to ſcoute molt of 
all. Morcouer aſtet a bath, you mult giue the patient no thing , but water, which hath 
had a little m ſodden in it , although there be three houres ſpace betweene the bathing 
andthe ſuſpected houres, But if the fitte doeth inuade the patient in the euening, or two 
houres ſooner , then you may waſh bim in the morning, and giue him meate, but you muſt 
giue him onely, iuyce of Pryſan. Then if the ſuſpected houtes bring nothing with them, 
then you may waih him agai — will and giue him meate, but you muſt haue teſpect 
to the vrine and the pulſe, But it there chaunce anie thing in the {ſpeed houres, you 
mult conferre it with the fitte , which you had the firſt day, and then you mult conſider the 
vnine, andalſothe pulſes. For all theſe will appeare to bein a meane temperature , when 
there is left but a little obſtruction. Wherefore you ſhall waſh him the fourth day, and giue 
him meate , having teſpect to the aforeſaide conſidetacions: and you ſhall hope that no- 
thing will be leſt day. But if there be great obſtruction cauſed , that feuer is not

with bloud, and in thoſe , that be hore as well e pet» a5 by exerciſes and 

diet, and ſpecially it kindleth in them that be fleſhie , grolſe, and thicke bodied , or elfe in 

them that be ſtuffed with hoate excrements, They which haue this fener, their pulſe is verie 

great, vehement, quicke, frequent and equal, The conſhtution or ſubſtance ofthe arteries 

is neither harder nor ſofter, then it ſhould be by nature: but the quic keneſſe and frequen- 

cie of it, ij according to the greatneſſe of the feuer, and theſe fignes are common with the 

fignes of the Daria puri drerwns. Bur particnlerly in this feuer, there is fignes of rotten - 

nefle, and that aſwell in the vrine, as in the pulſe, and by the qualitie of ynkinde heate. The 

Cure of this Feuer muſt be begunne wich letting of bloud. And if verrue and nature bee ca. 

ſtrong , and no other notable thing do ftoppe it or let it, you muftdrawe bloud till he do 

faint and ſwound. For if the patient be ſtrong, this is the chiefeſt remedie for this kind of 

feuer ( as Galene ſayeth.) For firſt the boche is turned into a contrarie ſtate, fot it is cooled 

quickelie through the fainting and ſ wounding. As for cooling of the bodie, nothing can 

be founde that is more pleaſaunt, nor more profitable , eicher for the ficke , or for nature. 

Moreouer in ſuch bodies there chaunceth ot neceſſitie, looſeneſſe of the bellie, or a laske, 

And oftentimes alſo yomiting of choler. Which thinges, moiſture or ſweates do gather 

from the whole bodie. Theretore you ſhall do beſt by and by in theſe feuers, not to marke 

the number of dayes paſt, but onelie to conſidet the ſtrength ofthe patient. For if that he be 

ſafe and ſtrong, you may let bloud not onlie the 6. or 7. day, but alto inthe dates folowing, 

But and if you ate compelled at anie time to cure a patient, to whom not only the remedy of 

bloudletting hath bin pretetmitted & kept back, but no alſo either through ignorance of 

Phiſiions, ot through feare of the ſick or his aſſiſtents in proceſſe of time, you ate forbidden 

to let bloud, you muſt come to the minittring of cold things. Bur ts muſt diligently diſ- „ 

cerne & cõſidet before, how much hurt may chance by it. For if the hurt wilbe ſmal ot hone, „ 

miniſter verie cold drinke, as much as the ſicke will drink. And you may be the more bold to . 

do it, if the patient hath bene vſed to drink cold drinks. Bur if you feare that great diſcõmo- 

ditic would ariſe through it, you ſhall abſtame from it: and vie other temedies whereby bb- 

ſtructions may be taken away, and abundance auoided, and that, the burning heate of the 

feuer may be cooled and calcd. The diſcommodities and hurts which do follow cold drinks 4 imodicie 

miniſtred immoderatelie and out oftime, be theſe : firſt becauſe it protubiteth and letterh of <«< <rmy. 
roſſe & clammie humours to be attenuated & digeſted, whither they haue ingendred ob. 

Rrodions or rottennes, or inflammation, or impoltume, or knobby hardaefle, or ſuch like 

affects. As often therefore as a feuer is kindled of fuch humours,cold things are not good for 

their auoiding: but to this feuer it bringeth much eate, becauſe ir quencheth the feuer that is 

alreadie kindled. But yet ſeing the cauſe ofthe ſeuet temaineth ſtill, of neceſſitie anotherfe- 

uet muſt be kindled new againe, and manie times a worſe, then that which went before, be- 

cauſe that the bodie is thi through cold. And this is one diſcommodiiy not to be neg- 

lected. Another u, that cold things hurt manie weake members of the patient, whether they 

be weake by naturall diſtemperature, ot by ſome vice that they haue gotten. So ĩn ſome, i 

hath bene that their throte hath bene ſo hurt. that they could not ſwallowe, in forme, - 

the ſtomach, that they could ſcarce digeſt. In ſome the mouth ofthe ſtomach, ot the liver, 

ot the colon, or the longs, or the midriffe, or the teines, or the bladder, or ſome other 

ſuch like member is ſo firiken with cold, that jt is made weake and vnable to do his 

action and office, Manie by immoderate drinking of it out of time, haue by and by bene ta- 

ken with difficultie of breathing, & with cramp and tremblin baue had hurt in all theit 

ſmewes. Therefore to be ſhort, in them that haue anic ſwelling of fleume ot bloud, ot anie 

knobbic hardnefſe : you ma not giue cold water vnto them, not yet to them, that arawe 

— — But if there be no ſuch i e 

foreſaid, & then you do perceiue euident fignes of digeſtion and concoction in the vrine, & 

if then there be no member ſo to a cold temperature, that it take hurt: then you 

may boldlie give cold water. Alſo if the ſicke haue vſed to drinke cold water, you may the 


cold v. 
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more boldly miniſterit , for all the members haue learned before by experience to ſuffer it 
familiarly without hurt, The drivking of cold water is perillous in them, that haue but litile

Fot it crudite and indigeſtion of meates do go be- 
xa fore, you mult refraine ſo long time from bloudletting , as will ſuffiſe as well to digeſt the 
mente, 25 that the exctementes may deſcend downe, Hut if there will follow of neceſſitic a- 
nie fluxe or empryin mult leaue ſo much bloud Rill, as will voide by that fluxe, Ther- 
fore if at the time ing, the menſtruis do chaunce to flow, or allo that the hem - 
morhoides do open and burſt out, if you beholding the vehemencie of ihe fluxe, ſhall think 
c to be ſufficient to and emptie out that which you tequite without anie helpe, then 
you ſhall let nature —— alone. But if you thinke it contrarie, dra we out ſo much loud, 
8 that thereby vndet them both conioyned togither, you may bring to paſſe your requelt and 
expectation. Let the diet in theſe feuers be chieſlie this that followeth. Inthem that haue 
bene let bloud. miniſter to them two houres after bloud letting, iuice of Ptiſan, and com- 
maunde quiet and teſt. And when they are awaked out of ſleepe, miniſter againe Pryſan 
broth, In this diet the patient mult and continue vntill the third day. You muſt note, 
. that in cheſe fevers called Sch, the patientes mult be fedde ar ſuch time as hayle folke 
= be gre wont toeate, and whenthey feele moſt eaſe: for ſo they ſhall the eaſiliet ſuffer & bea 
FOO chen ſoode. And if they be ſtroug and luſtie, and youlooke or the vigour and ime of the 
feuer traight way, the patient muſt vſe a moſt thinne and (ſcarce diet. But contrariwiſeif 
he be weake and feeble, you cannot miniſter a thinne diet to him without perill, Therefore 
in giuing of meate to the patient, you mult diligentlie ſoreſee, and ponder his ſttength and 
abilitie.

ſideration. Therefore ſeing that the aboundance of humours, that cauſe obſttuctions, doth 
require purging and emptying out: in the beginning, if vertue be ſtrong in the parient,and 
if time ofthe yeare, and his age, and other thinges do agree, you muſt let him bloud.

Tertian, or a burning feuer, It is of the kinde of continuall teuers , as is decla- 
red in the former Chaptgr. And it is cauſed when choller putriſieth and rot- 
teth within the veynes. Therefore it agreeth with an exquiſue intermitting 
Tertian , becauſe it is ingendred ofthe tame humour that the other is. But yet 
DiFerexce be- it diffeteth from it in that, that in anintermitting Tertian, the choler is caried all over the

S4 the diſcaſe . A burning ſeuet is knowen by theſe ſignes, their tong that haue this ſeueris 


dtie, toſſe, tough and blacke, there is gnawing of the ſtomach, intollerable thitſt, 
> watckinges, and alſo manie times tauinge, and egeſtions of the wombe be liquide and 
ale, which ſignes Hippocrates tehearſeth in bro quarto Vit, Acmtorum . They which 
* 1 this ſcuet let them lye in a colde place, and in a ſweete ayte, from whence pute winde 
commeth. Alſo let them lye in a ſoſte fetherbed, which mult be made often, let the co- 
uctinges be vetie thinne and cleane: which mult be continuallie chaunged, and let his 
bedde be of a great videneſſe, that he may eaſilie mooue his members that be hoate to o- 
ther colde places of the bedde. And if the ayer be quiet, ftirre it with a fanne, or ſuch 
like. You mult giue him meates that haue vertue to coole and moilt, as is, lettuſe, gourdes, 
© forell, ptiſan broth and ſuch like. Let his drinke be water , whercin a little cinnamon hath 
bene ſodden, or vetiuyce. If che ſicke haue vſed it, ot if no other thing do let it, after meate 
giue him cold water a ſpoonefull ot two, or mixe Iulep of violets, or ſome lulep of roſes, 
or ſuch like , with decoction of barley . Moreouer the ſtomach muſt be refreſhed with 
iuice of roſes. And other coolinges muſt be vſed, as ſtrewinge of the floore with greene 
vine leaues, and with the leaues and floures of roſes, water lillies, and violets, and by ſprin- 
Cura, ling & pouring often of cold water inthe floore vp and downe, Fot the Cure in the begin- 
| ning ſtroi gh way, you mult cut a veine, if age, ume. vertue & ſtrengrh will pennit it. Herup- 
pon Hippocrates laith in the Apboriſmerthus, In great burning feuers, if bloud be drawneill 
the hart faint, by and by the ſtate of the whole bodie is cooled, and the feuer is quenched, In 
Oarnard me- manic alſo a lape is cauſed, and ſweats flowe foorth. Afterward let the breſt and ſtomach 
dcames, benouriſhed withdates brayed with oyle of roſes, or of quinces, or of water lillies. Alſo o- 
ther cooling medicines be good, as be, vine buddes brayed, endiue, ſuccorie, knorgraile, 
lettuſe, ſorrell, vine leaucs and ſuch like, Alſo a fine napkin folded together, aud di 
in oyle and water made hote, and applied tothe bteaſt and ſtomach.

But bathes of Sea water, ſalt water, ſalt peter warer , and 
brimttone water, they bring out more cholet, but they profit much leſſe the waters, 
Therefore & is beſi not to call them proficable, ſeeing they doe more hurte by drying , then 
they do good by emptying and yoiding, tor the temedies muſt haue contraty, qualities to the 
humours that haue invaded againſt nature: for that doeth more commoditie, then the em- 
prying by any meanes (as Galenus witneſſeth. ad glawconem,) by the which wordes it is cui- 
dent that emptyinges and purgingesin an exquiſite tertian doth but litle pleaſe Galene. Spe- 
cially thoſe emptyinges that are done by bloud letting, and by a vehement purging medi- 
cine, for all ſuch kind of purging medecines be of a hote facultie and qualiti ſecing this 
ſeuet 1s the hoteſt of all other , — — — nr ae, in 
to be vehemently purged. It rather itteth and requireth emptyinges by other meanes, 
and {pccially — nature — affayerh to drive out — natute muſt 
be holpen, if of it ſelſe it be not able to performe het entent. As for a bathe this is the eftcR 
and ſcope of u. therby to haue the bodie weat and moiſtened.

DE TERTIANA NOTHA. 


Baſtardly tertian is cauſed , when cholet is mixed forthe moſt parte with 
fleume, Hereuponit commeth that all the ſignes of this feuer, do not declare 
the nature of pure and ſincere choler, as in an exquiſite tertian they do. In this 
teuet allo the time of the fittes dothexceede 1 2. houres, neither is this iudged 
in ſeuen ſittes, as an exquiſite tertian is. Moreouet in this baſtardly tertian, the 
ſignes of concoction do appeare more ſlowly, neither u thete ſuch great heate in the vigour 
and (tare of this feuer , as in the exquiſite tertian. Beſides all theſc, u doeth not ende with 
aboundance of (weate, as an exquiſite tertian doeth. Therefore the diette in this feuer mult 
pot be altogether cooling and moittening, as it is in an exquiſue tettian: but let it haue ſome

N exquiſite quartaine is another kind of the intermirting feuers, which is in- c 
gendred onely of a melancholic humour, putrifying and rotting withour the 
veſſells. This teuer doth not by and by ia the beginning i the patient 543*< 
with vehement rigour and cold the firſt daic,but it is like to them that are cold 
in winter t h vehement froſt:but when the feuer hath continued and pro- 
ceeded forward and is inc allo the rigour and cold increaſeth with it, and waxcth 
Q iy 
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Canſe of bong (herctore there is | 
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greater and ſtronger daily ,till the whole diſcaſe be come to his full increaſe and force. And 
the cold doth not let me to che patient au were pricking and vexing the inne. as it doth in 
a exquiſite tertian, but there is cauſed vehement cold, and as it would breake the bones, 
Their pulics ate vetie tate and ſlow in the 2 of che firtes, but when the fever is in his 
full force, or alſo when it is increaſed then any ty the pulſes are (wift and often : but yer 
they do keepe theic naturall ſlouneſſe and rarivie , if you conſider the ſwifineſſe and frequen- 
ce comming inthe fittes. But the mouing of the heate, the inc , and the vigour , and 
force of thus ſeuet is cleane conrarie to that in tertian fevers, Fot in this feuet the melicholy 
humour is kindled and inflamed by litle and litle, as it were a tone, or a ſhell, or a bone, or 
ſome other tuch like cold and drie bodie. And whenthat any flame or heate is kindled int, 
then inthe fitre it leaueth nothing famous or ſmokie , but it burneth and cootumerhic. And 
ceafing and intermiſſion of this humour, betweene the fittes then 


1 there 13 in fleume. the intermiſſion and cealing berweene the fittes ſeemerh to be ex qui- 
| ay lice and pure without any greefe at all: becauſe in this fever, looke how much mclancholie 
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is kindled and inflamed , and ſo much inthe time of the fute is diſpetſed, conſumcd, and 
drawwen out cleane. Motcouerin a quartaine feucr there followeth not vomiting vp of cho- 
ler. Their vrines are thinne, white and wateric, and as it were ſtrained from a groffer matter, 
Alto this feuet beginneth ipeciallie in Autumne or Harveſt, comming after erratike feuers, 
But you mult behold both the nature of the patient,and his temperament, allo his dict vicd 
betore, his age, the region,and other ſuch like, For if thoſe thinges de cold and drie then you 
maic looke more furcly,that a quartaine ſeuet will enſue, ſpeciallic if at that time, quattames 
be rife among the people. They that haue a quartaine fever , in the beginning they mult be 
handled and ordered moderately and gently,nenher maie they be yexed with any vehement 
medecine,or by vehement emptying and purging : for the humour which cauſeth the quare 
taine,is (tubburne to be drawne and handled. Therfore inthe beginning, and before it be di- 
geſted, it will hardly and icarcely follow the medicine that draweth it : and that becavie of 
his grofſeneflc and coldneſſe, and alio becauſe it ſtoppeth the narrow wayes, by the which ir 
ſhould paſſe out. Vet if bloud doe ſeeme to abound much, then you mult take awaie that. 
And if when you haue ſiticken a veine, the bloud that commeth out, do appeare blacke and 
grolle,as for the molt parte i doth in diſcaſes of the ſplene, you maie then boldly draw it out. 
For great aboundaurce of ſuch bloud being drawen out, nature will get the vpper hand in 
digetting the telt of che humout, and will make the feucr ſhorter, You mult cut the innermoſt 
veine of the lett arme, which is called hen vena, the ſpleene veine , ot medius for this 
veive empticth out the melancholic humour, ſpeciallic from the ſplene , which is wonte to 
be diſcaſed ina quattaine feuer : but if, whenthe veine is ſtriken, the bloud doth appeare 
thinne, and ycalowiſh, you mult ſtoppe it by and by: for ſuch an humour is not vnptofitable 
in a quattaine, but it cottecteth and amendeth the groſſe and cold humour, aſwell bycauſe 
of his ſubſtaunct, as allo with his qualitie You muſt ordeine for the patient a veric good diet, 
ſuch one as is not windie , andi good iuice. Therefore you mult keepe the ſicke 
from ſwines fleſh, and from all other meates that be groſſe, toughe and clammie, and flow 
of digeſtion. Moreouer, let hiru abſtaine from all thinges which doe coole and drie the bo- 
die. He mult eate birdes that live ypon mountaines, and do engender good iuice : for thoſe 
that do liue in fennes and matiſhes, they be ynwholeſome and full of cxecrementes, Md do 
ingender a humour, He mult vſe fiſhes of grauellie waters, which be ſoft and without 
toughneſle, but in this fever ſalte thinges and muſtard muſt be miniſticd in meates, that they 
maie extenuate, cut, and deuide, the gtoſſe and clammie humours, and that they maie con- 
ſame and feede vp the ſu humiditic and moiſture, They mult vſe ine, that is white, 
thinne , and meanly hote: for that by the thinneſſe of it doth extenuate the gtoſſeneſſe of 
the melancholic humour, and by the meane heate that it hath , it heateth the bodie by litle 
and litle, which is cooled with the melancholious humour, and it helpeth digeſtion and alſo 
«th vrine. They maie not altogether be kept and refraine from frictions , deambu- 
ations,and other occuſtomed exerciſes (that is to ſaie) you mult ſuffer them to vſe exerciſes, 
but not ſo much as they did in their health. Neither mare they vſe friftions , deambulanions, 
and other excrcilcs of the bodie ſo often, nor ſo vehemently as they did in their health, for 
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that would cauſe perill and daunger of obſtructions. But if exerciſes be yſed moderately, and 
that in the time of intermiſſion berweene the fittes, they will voide out excrementes and

VorTtDlana febru intermittent (that is) an intermitting quotidian feuer. 
It is ingeadred of purrified and totten fleume being thiult of uatute by the 
ſenſible panes of the bodie. It is called of the Greekes amphumerena,becaule it 
cauleth a fitte everie daie. But if glaſen fleuwe which is the coldett ot all other 

--T flcumcs,do putnific by it ſelfe the one halſe of it (that 15) it the whole ſubliance 
of it do not purnficequallie, but ſome parts of u do putriſie and ſome do not,then it ingen- 
dreth a feucr called Eu febru : in which the patient is feuerous, and vehementlie cold to- 
gether,ard at one preſent time he feelech immodetate heare,and unmodcrate cold in all che 
artes of the bodie togechet. For parte of that humour , which ij not putrified nor roiten as 
yer, being ſptead by all the yeines, or in the teſt of the bodie,itngeadreth the tigout and cold, 
but, the other rotten parte of the humour ingendreth the feutt. A quotidian feuet doth not 
invade the patient with rigour and vehement cold by and by the tutt due, but in pioce ſle of 
time it commeth rather like a cooling , then like a tigout. The pulſe whea the ficce begin- 
neth 1s mordioate and vnequall, low, lule, and weake. Neither alſo m the augmenting and 
increaſing of the quotidian, is here ſwifineſſe of moving of che puiles, nor gteaineſſe, not ve- 
hemencic.The heate in this fever is not fo ſharpe and vehement as it is in atertian: for it nei- 
ther burncth them, neither ate they compelled to make naked their bodies, and to throw of 
their clothes, neither doth it compell them to breach much and often, and to blowe out of 
their mouthes as it were a flame, not to defire to drinke cold water, but it is moiſt and lmoky, 
2nd commixed with much vapour. Allo it is hardly kindled, and it conſumcth a longe time, 
vntill that, by incte aſing.it come tothe force and itate. Morcouer, they that haue this feuer, 
do not thirft , becauſe not onely the tongue. but alſo the whole bodie in this feuer is molt 


moilt. The vtines in quotidian fcuets eithet be white, and thinne, and warcric, or thicke,and. 


troubled, There bruiteth out no ſweate at all in the firſt dayts, neither is there any exact 
and perf-& teſt from being ſeuetous. For the ſeuet remaineth eche time almolt the ſpace of 
18, houres. There chaunceth alſo to them vomiting of fleume : and thoſe thinges whichare 
ſent out by egeſtion,are colder,moiſter,cruder, more wateric, and more flegmatike. Alſo a 
quotidian feuet doeth chiefly , vexe them that be moiſte , and flegmatike ot nature, Alio it 
chavnceth in a moiſt ſcaſon, ſpecially in winter that is cold and moiſt, and in olde folke and 
children, Hereupon Galene writeth , that he never ſaw a young man that wascholerike and 
eric by nature ,taken with this fever : but they that be elder,nod molt gan de, haning « 
groſſe ſubſtance ofthe body, and do live an idle life, ſcruing their belly and giuento droun- 
kennefſe, vſing bathing oſi en and ſpecially after meate , they are ſoone taken with this quo- 
tidian ſtuer. Let the diet in this fever be altogether cxrenuating , cutting and deuiding. 
Therefore you muſt now ſecke ſuch places, wherin we haue . aboundantly , What 
kind of dict, i ſhould be. In the firſt dayes (chat is) when ſigues of cruditic and indigeſtion 
do yet appeate, the fleume muſt be deuided and cut, and the poores & pallages that be ſtop- 
ped, muſt be ſcoured and clenſed. Andiherefore you muſt miniſter exywell, becauſe it doth 
ſcoute mightly,it cutteth and deuideth the glutinous and clammic humour, and it deliueteth 
the poores from obſtructions, And you mult miniſter thoſe thinges which provoke vrine,

ly, then thoſe feuets ate not onely ethickes, bur alſo maraſmodes (that is ) conſuming & mel- 
ting feuers: fut feuers being ingendred, (the humiditie yet fill remaining ) when M have 
caught and occupied the bodrc ofthe hearte, heteupon they are ſpecially kmdled 20d iafla- 
med like the flame of a candle with a matche. And this is one way of ingendring of the fe- 
uer ethicke. Another way of tagendriog ofchema is this , when they begm of them ſelues by 
and by, being ingendredas diary fevers be, eicher of forrow, or anger, or overmuch wery- 
neſſe, together with burning of che heate of the ſunne. The ſeuers that be thus ingendred, be 
not very hard to cure: but iuch feuert of theſe, as be turned into conſuming and waſting, 
which the Greekes do call waraſmer, 
if thoſe feuets be in their force and ſtrength, and not as « were beginning fill, it is not onely 
hardto cure theſe, but it isallo ible ro them. For the nature of them is hoce 
anddry, ſo that the hearte is in like caſe, as the (nafte of a candle, when it is very much burt. 
For when it is much burut, it will breake and diſſolue, and through dryn« fie fall a ſounder, ſo

rather impotency and debility to watche. Alſo the fleſh of their temples is conſumed, ſo that

e ypontheir bare belly, it ſhall appeareto you, that neither bowell nor filme is le fie. 
The hypochonders and ſides are pulled ypwardto the breaſt, And if you touchtheir skinne, 
ic is very drye, which if you take hold on with your fingers, and pull it vp, it is like the hide of 
a bealt, The pulſes be thinne , hard, weake and often.

He 
mult alſo take milke , for that profiteth him matuelouſly ſo that this feuet be not compoun- 
ded and mixed with another feuer,that is ingendred of totteneſſe of humour Let his di inke 
be cold water, but ſpecially if the ficke haue bene vſed to it before... Let him drinke therof 
moderately, or let ham dricke water wherin alitle cinnamon hath bene ſodden, or wine that 
is watercd and thinne. Moreouer it is good to them that haue this feuer, to eate mea e oſten 
in a daye, chat by that meanes they may beware and take heed that they eate great aboun- 
dance of meate at one meale, which vertue being weake ſhould not be able to oucrcome and 
digeſt. mult eſche immoderate mouing, and all thinges that can teſolue and weaken 
the ſteẽ n.

Io 
conclude you mult molt couet the cure of that which hath molt neede, and doeth molt a- 
bound, but ſo, that you do not altogether neglect the other, Theretore we necde not in this 
place teheatſe the remedies , wherby this feuer ſhould be deſtroyed and cured , ſeeing eucr y 
man may leatue the cure ofthem , more readily according to the diuet ſiie and nature of the 
humours out of the Chapters of curing of the rtertian and quotidian.

E £1x G that at this preſent time and day, there be every where treatiſes of the 


Peſtilence made of diverſe new Authours : I neede not now longe diſpute 
here of it: but it ſhall be ſufficient, if we do briefly declare the cauics, fignes, 
and curing of it, as we have done in other diſcaſcs before. There be two el- 
— cauſes of the Peſtilence ( as Galene wiiteth in lib. 1. de dfferentys fe- 
cap. 3. The one is, an infected, corrupted and rottet ayer. The other 
2. be humouts gathered through naughty and corrupt diette of the body, which humours be 
ready to putrifie and rote , wheng man taketh any light occaſion to kindle a feuet of the 
corrupted aire. Therefore the chiefcft cauſe why men ate infected with the Pellilence , is 
breathing in of ayre, withour which no breathing 2 prolonge their life, For it be · 
ginnerh tor the moſt 1 ofayre which is corrupted of a puttifying and rot- 
Vberen ot ung evaporation. beginning of corrupted ayre , and of the rotten evaporation, is ei-

* potation of ſome pooles, fennes or mateſhes in the Sommer time. It chaunceth alſo ſome- 
time to come before immoderate beste of the ayer, when the temperature of the ayre is 
| chaunged from his natutall ſtate , to immoderate heate and moiſture, of neceſſity the Peſti - 
N lence muſt follow. Hereupon Galene ſayeth, that of all temperamentes of the ayre, the 
worſe is that, which is hote and moiſt, Alſo oftemimes ( as is afore ſaid) naughty and cor- 
rupt dictte ingendreth humours in the bodye, that be cake and ready to putriſie and rome, 
— ſuch 1 And then tiuely they 
peci lence , whi a naughtie and corrupe diette, and ſo be full of all 
kindes of ſuperfluines. Therefore it . ſceme matueilous, if ſometime ſome one 
among many ( which , — be inſected with this diſeaſe, the 
ayre yet not detlilent and corrupt. eepe a and heathfull diet, and 
Cee eue no hurtc at all, ot elſe ycry litle hurte , al- 
| though 
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though they be in the corrupt and peſtilent ayre and may eaſilie teturne and be brought to . 
1 is cake to aunſwere them that aske , bowe —— 
ceth chat all men are not talen ie wich the Peſtilence, ſeing eueric one is conttrained 
to breath in the peſtilent aire, The firſt cauſe hy ſome remaine vnhurt, is bec auſe they be 
not full of (i humiditie and moitture, but do vſe moderate diet and exerciles, and 
haue their bodie eaſie to breath out vapours. Another cauſe is, becauie all mens bodies be 
not of like diſpoſition and affect. For diſpoſuions of mens bodies arc of manie lendry forms, 
for ſome bodies are quickly overcome and infected, and do molt readily ſuffer any caulei 
but ſome againe be iuſupetable, & can not be overcome, nor will at all (uffer the infection, 
orels verie hatdlie. And therfore the greateſt portion of ingeadring of dilcaſes, is the diſpo- 
ficion of the bodie of him chat ſuffreth the ditcaſe, For elie all men, that taried long inthe 
burning heate of the Sunne, or that vied ouermuch or that were loden with wine 
or inflamed with anger, ot affected with ſadneſſe, ſhould fall into a feuer. Alſo we doe not 
denie, but that ſometime great plagues and Peſtilence be ſent of God for the gri finns P from 
and horrible offences of men, wherewich he puniſheth the great offenges of vs; whereof G4, 
there be manic cuident teſtimonies in the Prophets, and ſpecially in Ecce, cap. 3. The _ 
time of the yeare in the which chieflic by nature the Peſtileuce is rife and flouriſheth, is the — Sq 
end of Sommer, and the beginning of haruelt or Autumae: for then both the aire and mens 8 
bodies are molt apt to putriſie, corrupt, and tot for many cauſes. There be manie and divers gig +4 
fignes of the Peltilence to come teheatſed of the new Authors : among which ſignes: the π - 
firtt is the chaunging of the times ofthe yeate. The {econd is often phenomena in the ayre, . 
ſpecially in Aucumne, The third is, when puſhes, pockes, and meaſũs do not onely vex chil- 
— but alſo young folke of perſect age. The fourth is, when the windes are often in the

ſouth and in the welt in Autumne. The fifth is a darke and troubled aire in Autumme threat 5 
ning raine, but yet it doeth not raine at all. The fixt is, if omen conceaucd with child, do 6 
ſuffer abotſion tor euerie light cauſe, The ſeuench is, hen in ſommer after raine ſadenlica 7 
great aboundance of frogges of diuetſe colours do gather togi:her on a hgape, The eight is, 8 
a great multitude of flies, wormes and creeping things. The ninthis the dying of foure ſoo-—- 9 
ted beaſtes and fiſhes. The tenth is the flying of birds from their nettes, leauing their egges 1 
there ſtill. The cleuenth is the dearth of victualls and corne. The tweltth, (which is the moſt 11 
certaine ſigne) is a hote and moilt temperature ofthe yeare, There be manic ſigues, bat de: 
clare when one is alreadie infected with the Peſtilence. The firft is if the out ward membetrs 
be cold, and the inward members burning hote. The ſecond is heauineſſe, wearineffe, and f 
ſlouth of the whole bodie, and difficulty in breathing. The tlurd is pane and heauinefle in 
the head. The fourth is carefulneſſe of the nuude and ſadneſſe. The fift is a maruclous incli- 
nation forthe molt part to ſleepe, for ſometime watching and rauing do vexe him. The ſixt 4 5. 
is a diverſe and frowning looke of the eyes. The ſeuench is loſſe ofapperne, The eight is im- 
moderate thirlt and often vomiting. The ninch is bitterne ſſe and drinefle of the mouth. The 7 
tenth is a pulſe, frequent, ſinall, and deepe. The eleventh is the vrine, for the moſt part trou - 
blous, thicke, and ſtinking like beaſts vrine, Although ſometime the vrine of them ſeemerh . 
to differ little from the vrine of healtlifull men, therefore by ſuch an vrine, they that are vn- 
ſxilfull of the other ſignes be quickly deceaued. ſuſpecting no hurt, becaule of the good co- 
lour of the vrine. The twelfth, which is the moſt ſureſt token of all is, if there do ariſe & in- 
botches, behind the cares, or vnder the armeholes, or about the ſhare, without anie 
maniteſt cauſe,or alſoifcarbuncles do ſodenly ariſe in any member: for whenthey appeare, 
they betoken ſtrength of nature, which being ſtrong and mightic doeth labour to drive 
the poiſon out of the bodie. Alio they do declate, which ofthe bodic being af  .. * 
feed aboue other, do thruſt out from them the venemous humour. Fot if they do appeate — 
in the neck, they do declare that the veines be chiefly vexed: if vndet the armholes, the hart: 
but if they appeate in the ſhare the liver is moſt But ſeeing that bosches do not al- 
wayes appeare,( which is moſt perillous and daungerous , for it betokeneth that nature is 
weake and feeble, and is not able to expell and drive out the venimous bumors) you muſt 
haue reſpect to other and tokens, which be rehearſed a little before. As for the cas.

Let the ayrt of the chamber into the which the ſicke ſhall 

remoue, be firlt corrected and purged with perfumes, V Vhat thoſe thinges be, 

we will declare after warde. Two or three houres after the patient hath ſveatt / giue vn- 

him the broatl. of a chicken, and, that you mult do often aftetwarde according to his e 

ſtrength : for the ſicke muſt be nouriſhed and refreſhed by little and little. Therefore it — — 

is good for him to eate often, and but verie little at oncc: for they that are thus fedde, 

will ſooner recover againethen other,, Alſo he may vſe to cate the fleſh of chickens, 

ſodden with ſorrell , or with iuyce of lymons, or elle veriuyce. Alſo the icke muſt be 

kept altogether from ſleepe the firit daye by talke of the aſſiſtauntes, by rubbing of the 

extreame partes, by pulling of their cares, noſe, and layte. For the which purpote it is 

not ynproticable to dippe a ſponge in verie ſharpe vinegre , and holde it to the note, If the 

Patient haue vehement thirtt, he may vie this potion, R. Julep of violettes.

Now we will brieflie expound, by what means a man may preſetue and defend him ſelſe 
from the infection of the Peftilence , which vexeth and infecteth in ſome cettaine place or 
region. And ſeing (as we haue declared in the beginning ofthis Chapter) it is euident that 
the pelllence is hot cauſed, but through the breathing in of peſtilent and corrupt aire:there 
can hot be a more preſent temedie to preſerue one, then flying from the corrupt aire, For 
there is ao other meanes to auoide the peſtilent ayte, becauſe whether we will ot no, wee 
muſt drawe in ſuch aire , vnleſſe we get vs away into ſome other place, where the ayre is 
not corrupted nor infected. but pure and good. Which you mult the rather and more quick- 
he do ifche euill be greatly infective. And you mult flec farre of into ſuch a place whereas

the aue is knowen to be pure and good, and deſtitute of corruption , neither mult you re- 


tut de home againe from that place verie ſoone. Hereuppon it is notraſhlic ſayde of the 
Common ſort , chat theſe three Aduerbes Cue, longeand tarde, in the time of the Pelti. 
lence , do more pleaſure and profite then three ſhoppes verie well furniſhed. Therefore 
they, that may conueniently tor their bulinefle, flee away let them not ſuffer them ſelues to 
be per{ſwaded by anie meanes , to tare inthe peſtilentayre : which ifthey doe, they ſhall 
fooliſhlic put them ſelues in daunger of Peſtilent death: but if you may not flee tor vr- 
gent buſineſſe, and iuſt cauſes, then let your firſt care be, chat the houſe in which you 
mult tatie, be without all kinde of ſtake , and kept cleane from all filthineſſe and Nuttiſh- 
neſſe. Let the windowes of it be iuſt ſhut, ſpeciallic in cloudie and rainie dayes, that the 
peſtilent aire enter not in. But if you will open them, ſee that they open vppon the eaſt 
or north quarter , and doe it, when the Sunne is tiſen aboue the earth ſome houres. 
You mult come abroade but ſeeledome, and not except the elemevt be cleate and 
br ght: neither come then, vnleſſe you haue firſt taken ſome medicine, which is able 
to preſcrue you from the infection. You muſt make hers daylie in your houſes, with oben 
wood, Juniper, tic, laurell ot ſuch like, that thereby the corrupt avte that is in the 
houſe, may be corrected and purged. For there is a maruelouſe vettue and ſtrengih in 
fire to amende and corre the rouenneſſe and corruption of the ayte. Alſo you muſt 
firewe often yppon coales this powder following.

J. maſtik. g. j. white poppy.3.6.camphire,J.6,ambre,muſk, ana. gra. ij. bray all & commix thẽ 
with flora liqauda and roſe water, & make a But ſeing Galen ſaith, that one of 
the chiefcf{ thinges , whichthey that would be pteſerued from the peſtilence, ought to te- 
gard and take heede of,f5 chat theit bodic be forthe moſt part without ſuperfluities and ex- 


crements 
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crements,and may well breath out the yapoutrs. Truly there is nothing more tobeeſchewed 
at ſuch a time, then oucrinuch devouring and lwalowing in glotonoully of ineate & drink, 
Therfare let their meates be altogethet caſic of digeſtion, & tuch as ingendet good bloud, 
aud he not teadie to puttiſie and tot. And alwayes commix with the meats, that be eaten at 
taat time ſome vinegte, or ſome ocher ſharp juice, as verivice,or iuice of citron apples, or of 
lymons ot orcnges, In ſommer time he mutt yſe for potherbs, bugloſſe, endiue, tuceorie, & 
lettuce, and in winter let him vſe lage, r mergetome, balme, and hyſope. He. 
mutt abltaine ſtom all fruits, vnleſſe they be as be pomegtanates, citrons, lymons, o- 
reages and ſuch like, which are good tor him to vſe. Let his driak be ine, thai is thinne & 
wateric, Let cucrie man beware of ſtrong wine, that is vnalayed and new, To conclude, let 
his diet be altogether cooling & drying, herfote he may not vie exerciſes, but in a meane F 
and in atemperate place, and in an aire ben firtt purified, amended, and corrected by me- 
dicincs and perfumes, Therfore you mult eichew common daunciags openly and alto run · 


niags, leapings , and whacſocuer ſuch like exerciſe there be thatrequireth often breathing 
ia ot aire, Theretbee becauſe of this aiſo inthe time of the peſtilence, he mult eſchewe com- 


panies gathered together by magiltrates , by ſome opeu commaundement for mat: ets of 
the common wealth, as courtes, ſeſſions and ſuch like, Let his ſleepe, watchinges and all 
other thinges be moderate and in a meane. But he mult fleepe in a chamber that is clote, 
well topped and ſhur, left the peſtilent aire ſhouldenter into it: the aire of which cha- 
ber mult be purificd and corrected with ſome perfume afoteſaide, morning and euening, 
He mult vſe ſheets that be pute and cleane, and that haue bene laide vp a while with odoti- 
ferous thinges. When he is awaked from ſleepe, let this be his fitſt care and worke to em- 
pty the bodice of ſupetfluities and exctementes. And you mult only take heede and beware £r7e:en, 
chat the bodie be not coſtiue at any time. Therfore if it do not of in ſelſe voide out excremẽts 
daily, you ſhall proyoke them out with pilalervfi, or wich a ſoſt cliſtet, ot with a ſuppoſicaty 
made tor the purpoſe. When he body is einptied from ſupetfluitjes & exctements al well by 
the guts as by the bladder, he mult rake ſome medicine, that can preterue him from the infe- 
Qian of the peſtilence, for the which there be manie things before rehearſed. And if neceſ- 
ſarie buſineſſe do conſttaine you to go abroade openly, you may chew zedoune, or roote of 
angelica, or pimpernell, or you ſhall ſmeſſto rew, For the ſauour of it doth maruelouſlie re- 
liſt the peſtilent aite. He mutt eſ che all carnall luſt, ſpecially immodetate vſing theteof. 
After copulation, he mult keepe him out of the open & infectiue aire. Bathes mult altogether 24m, 
be abborred,as a moſt preſent poiſon, ſpecially cotntnn bathes, becauſe when the poores 
of the bodie are opened by the heate of it, the peſtilent aire doth readily creepe into the bo- 
dy. They that will vſe a priuate bath let them preſerue and detend them ſelues moit diligẽt- 
ly from the corrupted aire, when they do go out ofthe bath. But it 15 bettet and more hole- 
foe to vic frictions at home in a rectified aire, and let bathes alone, but yet you may wa! 
the head weakely with lie, whereia hath bin ſodden a, maioram, lauender, roſemarie, 
berony, ſage, cammomill, & ſuch other like, bur yong men and ſuch as abound with bloud, 
wult in the time ofthe pettilence vic bloudletting · & that, not onely once, but ( if nothing Blondien,ng, 
let to the contratie) bloudletting oben doth much to preſerue them in healch:bicauſe 
it doch much coole the ſtare ofthe bodie, & bringeth it to a moderate heate.

But 
theſe are of two kindes : for ſome of them are ſteipe, and ſome goe out into breadth 
thoſe which are ſteipe, doe growe of a more thinne and hote humour and doth excyre 
iche. But thoſe which ate broade, doe ſlowe, and procegde from a more colde & thicke 
humour, and doe not a whit procure ich. The firſt ſotte, of the common Phytitions are 
knowen bythe name morbile: the ſeconde by this name variole. But the French men pre- 
12-07 abuſing the names haue called the lowe and broade kinde r#beo/e , but the 
igher ſotte v. Hippocrates, hb. 3. Epi. doth deuide theſe kindes of puſhes into 
Intic and great eth, in calling the eeper kinde mag herpete, ether becauſe ( as 
Galene faych they occupie a great place, ot elſe becauſe they happen with a vehement 
wing. Fat in deede theſe ſometimes appeare great in heyght only, ſometimes both in 
ight and breadeth. Cornelius Celſus * medicme ſus in his treatiſe of cmperigo re- ts A 
— dedefabedbbs exe rnodbe 2 which if it be dayly rubbed "<< 4 
with faſting ſpittle , it waxeth hole: the other ſomewhat greater , wherein the skinne is 
made more ſharpe, and is exulcerate , and groweth verie vehemently, and looketh red,and 
is hardly cured , He ſaich. that this\s' tetmed of the Greekes 4h, in Latine fera. But in 
both theſe kindes he confeſſeth that there is lefle impediment or corruption then in me- 
ſo that he affirmerh , that that cuil , whoſe cure is harde, except it be taken away,doth 
* aunge and turne into ietige. The Frenchmen (if Imay iudge thereof) doe call boch 
theſe kyndes, but eſpeciallie the firſt , dtr. For that euill beginneth to be vetie round, pe. 
and after the ſame manner it commeth (as it were) into a cyrcle , and creepeth ſlowelie. &e. 
Which whelkes or pusſhes doe agree in all thinges to be thole , which are ſayde of Cel- 
ſus to be of the fitſt kinde . Some doe conſtantly affirme that theſe whelkes fo named 
of Celſus doe nothing differ from /ychene among the Greacians, or the 1mpetigo among 
the Latines. And we haue read that that ooely authour among the Latines hath tur - 
ned /ychene into pe Aemagra a Latine worde vicd of Plynie, wherein be ſeemed Fe 
in the — lib. 26. to haue akogeather meant another thing from imperize, and that it 
was farte a waie a worſe euill, then that which the Greekes comprehend vnderthe name of 
hchene , although in his Phyficke he hath interpreted ſometime ichen among the Greekes 
to be , and the like diſeaſe called ecru, he termeth alſo in the ſame place i- 
2. more the ſame Plinie repotteth, that this euill crept firſt into Italie in the 7.24 
raigne of Tiberius Czſar, . in all the time before was vnknowento all * 
much leſſe vnto Italie. It was ſo great filthines and corruption, that any death was 
to be od ot wiſhed before it, and alſo of ſo great infection, chat by 9 
age ieceof onely by kiſhng one another it infected the people but ps 1.6 mu redyy

.& Ui | . Forthis intechon was altogeather v tothe ancient Phi. 
venerews. fitions,and alſo of the former age, and ſirit of all it crept into Neapolis in the yeare aſtet the 
incarnanion of Chriſt. 1493. At which time Charles che eight, that nott invincible king 
of Fraunce did oucrcome and winne the Alpes, going abount alſo to inuade Italie: al- 
though not long before, it had (pred ut ſelle hv through the countries of Spaine ( as 
ſome report ). Wherefor having as it were the orig mall & beginning trom thence, it be- 
gaa to be called H/Sence , the ſpanith peſtilence, which plague being ſent vpon the 
earth as it were by the iuſt reuengment of God (as we may tlunke ) for their filthie and ab- 
bominable whoredome torbidden of God, hath corrupted and ouerthrowen with the c6- 
tagion thereof a great part of humane kinde, For the tame ſicknes the magittrates and offi- 
cers taſted of, the pryſonets and captiues felt, the heades of their countries fuſtained, & the 
common people alſo were infected withall : fo ſwiſt was the paſlage thereof from one to 
anothet, and now alſo it ſtraiech and wandreth through the counties of Spaine , Fraunce, 
Italie and all Europe to the great annoiance ofthe people. I here are allo cettame pusſhes 
Palais gia defides theſe, rehetſed even now out of Auicene lib. 4. called glendsſe , which do ic eme to 
46. difter noching trom the diſcaſe called ganghon, but in reſpect onely of the lefleror the grea- 
ter. There is mention alio made by the ſame Auicene. lib 3. of certaine whelkes, which he 
calleth in the ſame place, bethores i rar, & in lib. 4. he calleth them a, which, 
becauſe he ſhe weth that they be blacke, & reſembling greene cotue, they mult doubtleſſe 
1 de thoſe which the Greekes call cru, whicha little before we accounted among the 
frecrer of i. Theſe Celſus ſeemeth to compare vnto vr, which be ſpottes in — — 
who alio iudgeth them to be called of the Greekes he/coder, that is, viceroſc, ſull of lc abbes 
e a ot ſotes . Theſe white and milkie puſhes, fo called of Raſi and Serapion, and of Auicene

But 
afrer what manner a hote fluxe excyteth the tumour, Galen doth declare plainely and wit- ehe 4 
tilie, in that little booke which he inticuled mnequaltiss mremperrs , writing after this manner. — 
A hote diſcending of a fluxe ( ſayth he ) aſſone as it hath once placed itſelfe in the muſ- m_ ct 
cle, firſt the greater arteries and veynes are filled & rerched — their meanes te 
leflerare dittended and ſo it ptoceedeth vntill it commeth to the leaſt of all. In them, whe 
a fluxe is ſtrongly compact togeather, and can no longer be conteyned, parte thereof iſſu- 
eth out through the extreame partes of them, and part is ſtrained out through the holes of 
the tunicles, and is ſpeadily ſent forth, andt hen thoſe yoide places are filled with the ſluxe, 
which are berweene the beſt and chiefett bodies, Thus all thinges proceeding of the hu- 
mour do waxe hote in euetie place, and alto are ſtill poured forth And theſe are they the 
ſynewes, the bindinges or ligaments, the ſmall filmes,the vene fleſh, and beſides theſe, the 
arteries and veynes , wich truely being the principal, are diverily and many waies afflicted 
aboue the reſt, For inwardly by teaſon of the fluxe they are made hote , and alſo are 
ſtretched out, and totne and pulled aſunder . And outwardly alto, they are not onely made 
hote, but alſo are ſuppreſſed and made heauy. But the other partes of the bodie, ſome truely 
are onely made hote or kept downe , and ſome are affected with both. And this diſeaſe is 
called phlegwone, Hitherto Galen, Therefore in ſuch kinde of tumours chaunciag beſides 
nature, which are cauſed of the flowing of humours , ſomething alteadie / at the leaſt waie 
at the beginning, and before the fluxe did beginne to firiue )is made and engendred , and 
ſomething is yet to come, and refteth in the generation.

Of the fignes of tumours beſides nature generally appearing 
togeather with the iudgements therof. 


VanorRs beſides nature, being reſyaunt in the extteameſt pWhes of the 7 
bodie ( the examining and ſpeculation whereof doth appartaine to the chi. - 
ion ) _ ſi b — 5 of the ſenſes, & the affected parts ——— 
being touched and felt with the handes are eaſilie deſcried and knowen . Fot 
in euety part of the bodie there appearerh a cerraine kinde of encreafing ex- 
ceeding the naturall (tate , and diſtending above the meaſure of nature that parte which it 
a and it letteth the duities or actions thereof , becauſe either ſome humour,or ſome 
ſuch ſubſtaunce procceding of the humour, or which doe ſauout ſomewhat of the nature 
of the humour, or a vapotous ſpitite hath excyted it, there alſo muſt needes happen a tu- 
mour beſides nature. But the tumours which they call true Apoſtemes, are by 
their ſwelling, by their paine, & by their heate, being ftretched out more or lefle” Bur they 
are not counted to be true apoſtemes in deed, which we haue termed & abſceſſmr,be- 
ſides that tumour , which maladie the Grecians call cacderbia, and alſo inthe greater or leſ- 
ſer ſequeſtratiõ, lter. Bur the fignes of cuery particular difference, & of their matters Pe. 
wherof they be declared in their due place, in that which follow eth. ln the *

by the which the compounde ſhall alſo be eaſely knowen, But we muſt not 
S 1 
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come vnto particular thinges , before we have throughly diſoourſed of yniverſall , for cha 
order is wonte to be obſerved in the inilitutions of the Artes neither truely ynworthely ot 
without cauſe . For thole vnwerſall and common thinges are more manifeſt vnto vs then 
particular, becaule theſe particular things are more contuledand more mixed one with an 
other(as Ariſtotle te lib, 1. Phyſcorwns cap. 1. Let no man therefore maruell,though 
euerie where in this treatiſe of chyrurgie , we alwayes beginne ot more common thinges, 
and of thole which comprehende many thinges vndet them. Butler vs returne to our pur- 
pole, & let vs proſecutethe udgements of tumours conſiſting aboue nature. lu the which 
tirſt of all we muſt note, that ali thoſe tumours which they call true apoſtemes (it we will 
credit Galene and Avicene ) are greatly complicate and togeathet, nenhet can any 
of them be eaſely iudged ot founde, out to be pure and ſincere : ſot ( as Galene ſayth) with 
14 % phlegmone (that ) with an inflamwation comming of bloude ,there is ſomething chiefly 
waters. iningled which doth pteſetue the nature either of e-y/ipelar,or dem, ot ſcirrbus, But cryſpe- 
las, becauſe it tepteſenteth a linde of phlegmone , or edema , or ſerrbus, and ſo likewiſe cõ- 
fider & marke in all the teſt of the rumours. ut truely thoſe tamours be lides nature, which 
they tet me not true apoſtemes, ate verie often found fincere and pute. But we will handle 
the cures of ſimple and fincere tumours in thoſe thinges which tollowe , by the which the 
remeadics alſo of compound & intricate rumours ſhall manifeſtly appeare . For Ithinke ic 
good to diſcoutſe of all the kindes of tumours, and alſo to diſpoſe aright that which ſhall 
ſeeme ſuperfluous, Fot if a man ſhall kao we all the ſimple tumours, and learne atter hat 
manact they be compounded togeather, he ſhall be furniſhed ſufficiemly to exetc iſe him 
ſelfe particularly inthe reſt , But now let vs ſet other opinions and iudgementes generally 
concerning the tumours them (clues, Period, paroxiſen ,and the criſes of tumours beſides 
nature doe followe the analogia of the humours whereof they be confltedþor engendred 
( Guido affirming the ſame ) which analogia, we here declare to be a properrie , ot pro- 
tion, a nature ,or alikenes of ſubſtaunce, which they call forma pere & ocentta , 4 
Fae ther peciall and hidden forme. Such kinde of tu nours, eſpecully they which be holſome, & 
„ Which ate cauſed of che lowing of humouts, are diſlinguiſhed by foure times ( that is to 


gu. Nay ) by their beginning, by their increafing, by their ſtate. and by their declination, The 
ſigac of their beginning as, when the member beginnethro be firerched out, and when the 
beginning of fluxe is w_ but yet with ſmall griefe. We may alſo iudge augmenta- 


tion to be preſent , when we ſee the tumour to be taiſed: like a heape ot pyle, and the place 
aſlected to be filled, and the ſymptomates, which ate wont to followe cucrie tumour,tobe 
maniſeſſly increaſed. Zut the token of their ſtate is, when all the aforcfaice thinges that 
is to ſay) the tumour, andthe ſymptomates of the differences of euetie tumout, bath his 
owne proper force and vigoure : neither can they any longer admit any encrealing but the 
matter cauſing the tumour doth degenerate 2 t lelſe into another kinde of ſub- 
ſtance, But their declination is then knowento be pteſent, when the pyle ofthe tumour, 
and the proper ſymptomates thereof are decreaſed and diminiſhed , or when the matter 
which prouoketh the tumour beginneth to be transformed into another ſubfance, There 
The timer of fore ſuch kinde of times do receive their differences from three kindes eſpecia ly / thatis to

For bloud is a hot and a moiſt humour proceeding trom a more temperate parte of the very 916. 
Cinlus xhich is a cettaine iuice that commeth ofthe meate inthe hilt dige tu. And it is tuo angus qns- 
waycs: Nacurall and not natutall. Naturall bloud s 2 hote and moiſt humour, ſlender and tuple r, 
meane in ſubſtance, but ofa very ted colour, in ſauout and tall it is fweere , gentle and good. 

But that bloud is ſaid to be vnnaturall,which diftereth or digteſſeth from the former dcicrp= 

tion of bloud : yet not wuhitanding conteining it ſelte withia the boundes of his breath and 

largneſſe, whieb if it doth once pale, it is no more to be called a bloud, but ſome ochet hu- 

maur. But bloud doeth chaunce todegenerat from his proper nature two kind of wayes, , 4m 
The firlt way is (as they terme it) in it ſelfe, chat in, in reſpect of it ſelſe, (his proper ſubltance 3704 
being chauuged without any commixtion with an other. ) The ſecond way is by an other, ,__ ;

OOO 
one. But of bloud, which is corrupted through the adrmixtionot other humours, there doe 
grow three differences of that kind of phlegmone, which is neither true nor lawfull : becauſe 
that the three other humours ( that is to ſay ) fleume, choler and melancholie may be ezfily 
commixed with bloud, Therefore if melancholic be mixed with bloud, it is called phleg- 
mone Scirrhoder, if cholet, (which then is conflated of both kindes) it is called phlegmone E- 
ry/apelatoder, if flcume, is is termed phlegmone E dematoder. But of bloud, which is fiichic and 
corrupted through the aduſtion and cottuption of his owne proper ſubſtance, according to 
the maner of the thinneſſe or thickneſſe therof, there are ingendted ether Carbuncles, which 
are called ofthe Greekes Anthracer, or elſe Gangrene and Sphacebes, which we call Cancres.

2 here we muſt not omitihat thing, which is recorded of The , of 
ſome very diligently , (namely) that they whichare diſeaſed with Srrwme, and with any le- cer 
proſie, ate marucilouſly holpen by the viing of vipers and ſetpentes, and by the drinking of? — 
the gumme called Laſer , euety day faſting, to the quantitie of a ciche peaſe. Therefore caſt — 2 
the dead ſerpent into a potte, and ſtoppe the movth cherof very ĩuſte with ſome plaiſter, and 94.4 ore ru 
ſer it in the fire, then take the aſhes of the burned ſerpent & mingle them with the like quan- . 
titie of fenugreeke , and vſe them in wine. For this doeth excellently helpe them which be 
ſtrumous. Alſo in them that labour with Stra, you mult provide that the belly be made 
ſoluble, and a ſclendet diet obſerued : you muſt daily prouoke vomiting, and endeuour to 
purge ſleume ypward, you mult alſo dry the head, and apply cataplaſmes to the fore parte 
therof, which can raiſe Ile puſhes in the skinne, as is the roote of capers with polenta, and 
other ſuch like thinges. And you muſt alſo vſe purging medicines, and fine powders, that be 
of the like vertue. We alſo do generally dipatche the declaration of the third rule, bythe 2. 
vic of the former temedies. For all mollifying and teſoluing medicines , if they finde any e 
lace or matter diſobedient vnto reſolution, they doubtleſle doe ripen the fame warter, and 
brin it to ſuppuration : eſpecially if the ſaid matter be gentle and tractable, or commixed 
with bloud. But Haly Abbas, that he mought bring thete kindes of abſceſſions vnto matu- Sapparancs, 
ritie, miniſtred a plaiſter, made of barly meale, pirche , and ebam, and of the vtine of a marnren- 
young child, all well incorporate together.

Bur it theſe 
thinges do nothing helpe, and there be required a more effectuall temedie: rake of mirrhe, 
pars. j. of hcizm, part.ij.and mingle them with the aforeſaid decoction.

meaſure, exciting feuers, and procuring manie other vitious ſymptotmates. Beides that al ſo 
the miniſtring of a ſmall quantitie doth perfourme a maruelous and almoſt an incredible ei- 
fe, notwithſtanding the common meaſure or quantitie thereof is the medietie of one e 
graine of wheate, in a lltong bodie, and in thoſe members which are farre of from the prin- 
cipall partes : but in weake natutes, and in thoſe places which ate ſituated neare vntothe 
principall members, a leſſe quantitie mult be applied. But to be ſhocr, it is better, and 
more lafe to miniſter a little at once, and often , then at one time to applie an immoderate 
quantitie , The operation or effect of Atſenicke temaineth three whole dayes, in all which 
time the ſicke mu't vſe the diet of them that are feuetous. But the affected member, and 
the partes lying about the ſame, both for the owne defence, and to ſtoppe the fluxe, 
( which immoderate heate may cauſe) ought to be annointed and all to watned with the 
ointment called pepalros, wich water alſo, or with the iuyce of nightihade and with vine- 

er, and with other refrigerating remedies of the like kinde . But hen you are certaine - 

ic aſſared, that ( is deſtroyed and waſted away ( which you ſhall know by the hard- 
neſſe and ſwelling of the procured cruſt) then the cruſt mult be reſolued euen from the Oni» mn 
quicke, by waſhing it with butter, and by applying a little wheate meale thicked together 
or by ſome other fac and vnctuous thing that is not ſalted, as ſiwines greace and ſuch ile.

E haue hitherto diſcourſed of thoſe tumoures which are cauſed d, cho · 
ler and fleume : of Verraceallo, and of thoſe abſceſſions, hic He excited 
V&A through a wateriſh humour and a flatuous vapour: of thoſe Apoſtemes alſo 
9 which haue their beginning of a phlegmaticke ſubſtaunce, and of other tu- 

2D moures generallic conſiſting aboue nature. Nowe it remayneth that wee in- 
treate of thoſe Abſceſſions, which doe proceede of a melancholike humour, as are ſcir- 
rhous , indurated and cancerous tumoures , whichthey call Canceroſs apoſtemoſi. To Scrr- 
rhei therefore ( as alſo — » Ery/ipelas, and Ocdema ) there is aſſigned of the late 
Chirurgians a double difference, which notwithſtanding is comprehended vnder the lame 
22 verns , & Scrrhus non verns. But a true and lawfull Scr her is ſaide to plex. 
proceede of naturall melancholie. Alſo naturall melanc holie is the dregges ot good bloud, 
and as it were a cettaine ſlimie ſuperfluitic, and verie groſſe bloud , whote colour is blacke, A 
but the taſt thereof ſharpe and ſoute ſ as it is not vnknowen to them that doe vomite the 2. 
ſame ) it is lodged in a certaine bloudie corner , wherein all the humoures are contayned, 
and appointed of nature to nouriſh the melancholike members. But an vnlawtull Scorbas b e- 
atter the opinion of the late Chirurgians, isthat which is ingendred of vnnaturall melan- I 
cholie . And vnnaturall melancholie is that, which differeth fromthe former deſcription 0 
ofthe nacurall humour, and yet it kee pech within the precinctes of his libettie, which if it | 
ſhall once pretergreſſe { they lay ) it is no longer to be called melancholie , but ſome o- 
ther humour. But melancholie ( to enter into the generall definition thereof is a colde 
and drie humour, proceeding ( as Guido layeth / ofa verie groſſe portion of that which 
wee call Chylus. But of vnnaturall melancholie there ate commonly appointed toure dif. Pf 4. 
ferences, The firſt is, when as that melancholike humour, which is called naturall, and * 7 
doeth daylie ingender in the bodie, even when a man is in perfect health, is in his owne 1 alt 
proper eſſence, burned, putriſied and become exquiſite melancholie. For that as Galene N ans cx- 
layeth ) is ingeadred of a blacke humour, that is vehemently burnt, and it gliſtereth like uſe. 
vatolime and pitch. But this is ſoure, and being powred on the gtounde, it is hoare like 
vinegte, andicriſeth vp like leauen. It is alſo verie vnpleaſaunt vnto all creatureggiuing, 
ſo that neither mice nor flies will taſt thereof. It ſhe weth like wiſe, like vnto aboundaunce 
of ſalt, wherein no liuing thing can vpholde his life, as the ſea which is ſayed to be dead, 
Furthermore this blacke kinde of choller is then tngendred , when as that ſlimie bloud. . 
( which we haue ſaid to be naturall melancholie ) doeth continue long in the bodie, and is 
purged out neither by ame ſenſible nor ſecret etfluxion : but is transformed, corrupted , ard 
rotten, For truely this humour ( ſayth Galene ) when it waxeth vehementlic hoate , either 4 
becauſe of the corruption thereot, or becauſc of a burning feuet, it cauſeth melancholic: — 
which truely is cold becauſe it reſemblerth the nature of the earth, but yet it is not voide of — 
he ate, as is aſhes and vinegte, and when it is purged downewarde ( as it happeneth ſome- 
time to them which are diſeaſed with Dyſenterra ) it appeareth more gliftering and more 
blacke then thatthicke and blacke bloud, which we doe call a Sms — 3 2 
The ſecondſect or difference of vnnatutall melancholie is that, which commeth through Melancholy 
the aduſtion of other humoures, as that which ptoceedeth of choler vehementlic hurut. 2. by the 
which is of ſo great malice and zancour, that it raſeth the earth, and liſteth it vp on high, 1 + 
after the manner of exquiſite melancholie. But the flyes alſo doe abhorre it, as in a * — 
trewe melaticholie , If bloud alſo or fleume ſhall be vchementlic heated in the bodie, and 
burnt, there is alſo cauſed a melancholike humour, which Auicene becauſe of the aduſtion

alſo, wherein there do grow certayne heares, and which are great, and verie hard, and doe . 
reſemble the colour of the bodie are neither cured , not yet chaunged at any ume into any 


other diſeaſe { as Auicene hath declared. 
The common and generall declaration of curing theſe tamours, is in this order deſcribed „ 
(namely) to euacuate all that matter, which vnnaturally is contamed ia the member. For 4 fearhs 
the only waie of euacuation (as Galen hath noted hb. 1 4. r. med.) is this,cuen to clenſe . 
and dra out that corruption, which ſtubburnely doch cleaue to the humour. Bur if anie 


man ſhall aſſaie to make evacuation by thole mech e ines which do draw & di- 
ell, ncither ſhall molliſie and ſoften with any drying and moiſtning remeallies , the cure 
all ſeeme to him within few dayes greatlie to haue prevailed , for fe will manifett. 


ly appeare to be deminiſhedBue that which temaineth of the diſenie. will be incurable,for 
truely when the whole ſubſtaunce, whichis verie thinne in the tumour, is digeſted or dif.

Therapemnicer ) you may conueniently annoint with 
Oxyrbodumem,which is made of oile of roſes, and fixe times fo much vineger , as in example: 
R. oil of roles. . j. vineget.z. ij. commixe them, ſtirring them in a plate, ot elſe thus in borer 
cauſcs. whenas without tore light the freue ſie will breed, then we commixe cold thinges , as 
thus, R. ole of roles.
